In view of the fact that some time 
may elapse before the financial state- 
ments of the Canadian Northern for 
the laat fiscal year, as submitted to 
Parliament, are received here, and In 
view of certain false and. misleading 
statements regarding that company as 
a railway organization and also as to 
the security to he given the province 
of British, circulated by the opposition 
press and repeated by opposition 
speakers, we deemed It advisable to 
ask .Messrs. Mackenzie and Mann for 
certain information, and on this page 
will be found Mr. D. D. Mann's reply. 
It is remarkably clear, satisfactory 
and conclusive. It answers the objec- 
tions of the Opposition on every point. 
We re-state some of the statements 
made by Mr. Mann so as to save read- 
ers the trouble of making calculations. 
The Canadian Northern System 

The mileage of the Canadian North- 
ern In operation at the close of the last 
fiscal year was 3,00i> miles; there were 
under construction 560 miles; there are 
guaranteed by the Dominion and pro- 
vincial governments and not yet under 
construction, 1,.jL'7 miles, making the 
system of the Canadian Northern 
proper, in operation under construc- 
tion and guaranteed but not yet under 
construction, 5, ISO miles. This does 
not Include the proposed Brit- 
ish Columbia section of (100 miles, 
or the 2,000 miles of railway in 
Eastern Canada controlled by Messrs. 
Mackenzie and Mann. 

Earnings, Chargos, and Profits. 

The year ending June 30, 1900, was, | 
as everyone knows, an off year on the 
Prairies; yet this railway, which de- 
pends chiefly upon the prairies for 
traffic, earned $10,581,767.93, which is 
$3,450 per mile; its operating expenses 
were $2,2G6 per mile; leaving its net 
earnings $1,184 per mile. As a part of 
the fixed charges wore on account of 
lino not wholly constructed, we cannot 
estimate closely the fixed charges per 
mile, but the net profit, after allowing 
for all fixed charges was $209 per 
mile. 

It may be assumed the 2.0S7 miles 
of railway which the company is con- 
structing, or has been subsidized to 
build, will do as well In the future in 
average years as the road already in 
operation did in the past unfavorable 
year, which would give the net in- 
come, after paying all operating and 
fixed charges on the Canadian North- 
ern system, as It will be when these 
lines have been completed, 5,183 times 
^ ?200, or $1,084,974, out of which it can 
I make good any possible deficit on the 
8840,000 interest on the proposed British 
Columbia division, which the whole 
Canadian Northern system will cov- 
enant to pay. 

The British Columbia Division 
The estimate of lumber between Vic- 
toria and Berkley Sound tributary to 
the Island division of the Canadian 
Northern is twenty billions of feet. At 
least hall' as much more will be 
brought to the railway from points fur- 
ther up the West Const. l.et us take 
20,000.000,000 fpot so as to be within 
bounds. Mr. Mann says that the freight 
on this to tlic Prairies will be $200,000,- 
000. Suppose it is earned in the life 
time of the bonds, 10 years. That Is 
$5,000,000 a year. Estimating the net j 
earnings at 30 per cent, which Is ap- j 
proximately what the Canadian North- 
ern's net earnings were last year, wo 
have $1,500,000 from tills source alone 
to meet an interest charge of $840,000 
on the guaranteed bonds, which leaves 
$610,000 over to pay the Interest on 
any additional securities which the 
company may Issue to moot the cost of 
the road over and above the guaran- 
teed bonds. This takes no account of 
earnings from passengers or general 
freight but only of eastbound lumber 
freights from Vancouver Island. 
The Security 
Mr. Mann states that the bonds guar- 
anteed by the Province of British Co- 
lumbia will be secured by first mort- 
gage on the line within- the province and 
that the province will be subrogated 
to the rights and security of the bond- 
holders. The word "subrogated" may 
not ho understood by every reader. 
What it means is that if the road de-

CAR -FERRIES 



An up-to-date enr-ferry is not mere- 
ly a barge towed by a tug at the rate 
of 1 or 5 miles an hour, but a self- 
propelling steamship capable of carry- 
ing a full trail of thirty cars with loco- 
motive and tender, and steaming at 
any desired speed. The Pore Marquetto 
car-ferry that plies across Lake Michi- 
gan, has a speed of 11 knots and, when 
a train is aboard and secured upon 
the tracks, it Is lit to make an ocean 
voyage round the world. 

The first of the Pore Marquetto car- 
ferries cost $350,000. These ferries run 
on two routes, one 75 miles long; the 
other 00 miles long. , They can carry 
freight more cheaply than it can bo 
carried the same distance on land. 

Car-ferries of the same capacity ply 
on Lake Brio In connection with tho 

D. R. & E. railway. 

Tlie Grand Trunk operates a car- 
ferry, carrying a whole train across 
Lake Ontario from Coburg to Char- 
lotte, S4 miles. 

Car-ferries carrying first-class pas- 
senger trains ply across the Baltic, one 
of them on a line extending to Copen- 
hagen, which Is on an Island, and the 
other to a point at the southern ex- 
tremity of Sweden, where connection is 
maintained with the railways to Chris- 
tiana and Stockholm. 

Until very recently the. Siberian 
railway crossed Lake Baikal by means 
of a car- ferry. The road has been 
built around the lake because Baikal 
freezes in winter; but all the troopa 
and munitions of war used by Russia, 
in her conflict with Japan were trans-, 
ported by car- ferry across the lake. 
The distance across Lake Baikal is halt! 
as much longer than the distance from 
English Bluff to Vancouver Island, and 
as the Lake is several hundred miles 
long It Is much more exposed to severo 
storms than Is the Gulf of Georgia. 

The Canadian Northern will be bound 
under its contract to maintain an up- 
to-date car-ferry across tho Gulf oC 
Georgia so as to connect with Vancou- 
ver Island. This car-ferry will not bo 
something that will bo run when it ia 
convenient to the company, but will . 
form an integral part of the Canadian 
Northern Railway system. 

Tho Canadian Northern will deriva 
the greater part of Its through traffic 
from tlie Coast from Vancouver Island. 
There are 20,000,000,000 feet of mer- 
chantable timber directly tributary to 
the proposed line from Victoria to 
Barkley Sound. This does not includes 
the timber on the West Coast, which 
can bo assem'bled at the Barkley Sound 
terminus for shipment east. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
proposes assembling at Seattle lumber 
sawn at points around Puget Sound. 
Car-ferries will collect this lumber, 
which will be loaded on the cars at 
the mills, and will convey them to tho 
company's line. The same plan can 
he followed on the AVcst Coast. Saw 
mills will be erected at different points 
along this coast; the lumber will bo 
loaded on ears at the mills, and soma 
of it at least will find Its way to mar- 
ket over the Canadian Northern's 
line. 

The Canadian Pacific expects to d(J 
this very business, and that is' one op ■ 
the chief arguments made in favor oC 
the Albcrnl Extension of the E. & N. 
Railway.

VANCOUVER, Nov. 1G.— Before an 
audience which crowded the Vancou- 
ver opera house to the doors, Attor- 
ney-General Bowser tonight, III re- 
viewing the records of the McBride ad- 
ministration, explaining the railway 
policy, and answering Liberal criti- 
cisms of both, made one of the great- 
est speeches In his political career. 

One of the many features of his ad- 
dress was his review of the long con- 
test of the McBride administration to 
protect white labor in British Colum- 
bia in railway construction work, and 
the efforts of the Q. T. I'., Sir Charles 
Rivers-Wilson, .Mr. Hays, Mr. Waln- 
wright. Collingvvood, Schrleber, and 
even Sir Wilfrid Laurier, to aid that 
railway in its vain endeavor to have 
the right to employ Orientals, even to 
have an opportunity to bring them 
over from China and Japan under bond. 
.Mr. Bowser read the views of all as 
reported in Interviews in Victoria and 
Ottawa, that they could not under- 
stand the attitudo ot the McBride 
government. These were greeted 
with groans, followed by cheers as Mr. 
Bowser declared: 

"But we would not give in. with the 
result that today you have a while la- 
bor clause in the agreements of the 
(i. T. P., G. N. R., and Kettle Valley 
railways. But I see Mr. Oliver, at 
Nelson, wanted to bet me $100 that 
there is no white labor clause In the 
G. T. P. agreement. Well, I will raise 
him to $1,000, for I have a copy of the 
agreement here with It in. I grant it 
Is not in the statute, and Mr. Oliver 
knows why, or should know. The rea- 
son is that If it were there Ottawa 
would disallow our act. But we have 
It in a binding agreement, and Ottawa 
can't disallow that." 

There was window-rattling applause 
at this. So Mr. Bowser handled every 
phase of the government's public acts. 
Answering the Liberals' most recent 
alleged government scandal, that It 
had sold under order-ln-councll, In- 
dian lands to W. A. Lang, of Peach - 
land, for two-and-a-half dollars an 
acre, as contained in a Vancouver 
World despatch from Nelson, "Why," 
replied Mr. Bowser, "to be sure we 
sold this reversionary interest foi- 
ls. 50 to Lang, a good Conservative, he 
having got the Indian title from Ot- 
tawa. But not so very long ago wt 
sold out in the same way to Smith 
Curtis our rights In Indian lands near 
Kamloops, the Indians' title to which 
lie had obtained from Ottawa, as it 
was necessary he should. But there 
was this difference: Wo sold out to 
Smith Curtis, a Liberal, for fifty cents 
an acre, while Lang, a Conservative, 
we charged $2.;,0 per acre." 

After answering every criticism the 
Liberals had aimed against the railway 
policy. Mr. Bowser traced John 
Oliver's railway souvenir map and bis 
lines, which he said were all under 
John's hat. 

Mr. Bowser concluded a two hours' 
speech by contrasting the assets of 
British Columbia and the prairie pro- 
vinces, declaring at the end: "With 
Point Grey sales of BOO acres, already 
selling for two millions, and with :i,300 
acres remaining yet as Government 
lands, we have assets there alone of 
fourteen millions, even on 'he present 
basis of value, and not talcing into ac- 
count the growth of Vancouver or the 
coming of the C. N. R. Then we have 
made more than half a million In the 
recent Prince Rupert sales, and have 
yet lands there easily worth five mil- 
lions, so you have in these lands alone 
within two millions of the whole sum 
we are guaranteeing on the bonds of 
the ('. X. R. Will any intelligent elect- 
or say we should hesitate for a mo- 
ment with the businesslike bargain WO 
have made?" 

Cries of "No, No," from all parts of 
the hall. 

Mr. Bowser speaks at Ladner and 
Langley tomorrow, ami Messrs. Mc- 
Bride and Bowser will be heard in 
Vancouver on Friday.

Tho chief Issues of the present cam- 
paign were ably set before the electors 
of Oaklands last evening when a well 
attended meeting held In the /ire hall 
was addressed toy the throe Conserva- 
tive candidates at present in the city, 
H. B. Thomson, H. h\ \V. Behnsen and 
P, Davey, and speeches were also made 
by Leonard Talt and the chairman, 
J, w. Bolden. 

The excellent record of tho McBrldo 
government and the railway policy 
were the main topics touched upon, 
while other and convincing facts were 
presented showing why the govern- 
ment merits the confidence of the elec- 
tors and should be returned to power 
to carry out the great work of devel- 
opment which, since its return Ave 
years ago, has been one of progress 
conducing to the prosperity of the 
province in general and Victoria in 
particular, 

.1. \Y. Bolden was voted to the chair 
and In opening the meeting expressed 
regret that Watson Clark who, it was 
Intended should have officiated as 
chairman, was unable to attend until 
later in the evening. It was the duty 
of the electors to again express their 
confidence in the McBrldo government, 
a government which had brought pros- 
perity to British Columbia and re- 
habilitated its tlnances. Its defeat 
would mean the cessation of the great 
work of development which it has com- 
menced and carried on with such en- 
ergy and effectiveness. The Liberal 
party is without a policy ami its stan- 
dard bearers in Victoria at least are 
not men who can be relied upon to 
carry out any measures of benefit to 
the city or province. The four Con- 
servative candidates who will assur- 
edly represent Victoria in the next 
legislature are men who have shown 
their worth, they have been tried and 
not found wanting. To them should 
be committed the Interests of Victoria 
for the next four years. 

Government s Fine Record 

H. B. Thomson was sorry Premier 
McBrlde could not be present but his 
desire that ali parts of the province 
should hear from him personally upon 
his railway policy hail Induced him 
to make an extensive tour. However 
he would be in Hie city next week 
when tho electors would have an op- 
portunity of hearing him and of doing 
him the honor he deserves. Touching 
on the record of the McBrlde govern- 
ment, Mr. Thomson declared that It 
as been one of progress, of sane bus- 
inesslike principles and of great de- 
velopment. When the government 
came into power in 1S93 the province 
was badly in debt, and It was almost 
impossible to raise sufficient funds to 
carry on the work of government In 
the preceding live years of rule, or 
rather misrule, expenditures had In- 
creased over receipts to an amount of 
$1,000,000. Since tile McBrlde govern- 
ment came into power there had been 
a reduction In the province's indebted* 
ness until now British Columbia, is in 
a position which oven the most san- 
guine at the time of Mr. McBride's 
election did not expect to see In twen- 
ty-five years. It lias been claimed that, 
this saving has been made at the ex- 
pense of the public works. But what 
are the facts? In 1005 all that could 
be expended for public works was 
$3GS,000. Last ycur ,$2,830,000 was ex- 
pended. In 1905 where one dollar was 
expended today over $'J is being spent 
on necessary works. And this in- 
crease and the consequent vast in. 
crease in development was not duo to 
any increase in taxation. In 1901 the 
real estate and personal tax produced 
some $709,000, while in 1 90S the tax- 
ation produced $7(18,000, an increase of 
about eight per cent. In that period 
the population has increased from 
thirty to forty iper cent, so that ac-

tually there has been a decrease in 
taxation. These figures indicate the 
businesslike manner in which the gov- 
ernment has carried on its work. 
For Province's Development 

The question has sometimes been 
asked why did not Premier McBrlde 
rest on ills laurels and 'complete his 
term of ofilce and then appeal to the 
country and be returned. Premier Mc- 
Brlde, Mr. Thomson declared, is not 
in politics for politics. He is In Cor 
one great object, to open up and de- 
velop this great province. He could 
have made the railway deal off his 
own bat. But he had given hie pledge 
that the first tiling he would do 
would be to make a tentative agree- 
ment with a company capable of 
I carrying through a railway, project 
and then he would go to the country 
for the approbation of the electors. 
He has carried out that pledge. He 
is a man of his, word. 

On the point 'of a guarantee of 
bonds Mr. Thomson did not believe 
that the province 'will be called upon 
to pay a single dollar. A glance at 
the record of the C. X. R. would 
show why this is. In the early part 
ot" this decade McKenzle & Mann 
were practically unknown in. the 
railway world. They went to the 
Roblln sTovernmont 'n Manitoba and 
put up a proposition which resulted 
in that government guaranteeing 
some $17,000,000 on the same basis as 
British Columbia now proposes to do 
and Manitoba has not been called 
upon to put up a single dollar. 
Not Excessive Guarantee 

At that titme Manitoba's revenue 
was about $700,000 and yet it Celt 
sufo in giving Its guarantee for sev- 
enteen millions and or that amount 
about $1 1,000,000 was not on lines 
Within Manitoba but in Ontario to 
give the farmers an outlet for their 
grain. Today British Columbia's 
revenue is about $0,000,000. Mani- 
toba does not own any land except 
a small Quantity of swamp lands, 
while British Columbia lias immense 
land holdings, (haa timber holdings 
of enormous value and In fact prac- 
tically all of its resources are in the 
shape of assets which as yet are 
largely undeveloped. The new coun- 
try opened up and the riches which 
will be produced along the line; of 
tho proposed railway will Qasily 
bring the province's assets to a fig- 
ure far in excess of the amount 
guaranteed. Tho province will have 
a first mortgage to the extent of $35,- 
000 per mile of the proposed line. The 
majority of railways in British Co- 
lumbia have cost up to $50,000 and 
some as much as $75,000 per mile. 
The National Transcontnenlal which 
will be turned over to the G, T. P. 
cost in northern Ontario as high as 
$102,000 per mile. Comparing Brit- 
ish Columbia's resources and pros- 
pects now with those of a province 
likit Manitoba when that province 
gave Its guarantee to the C. N. R. 
the speaker declared It was only a 
croaker and a chicken-hearted man 
who would not vote for the Mclirde 
policy. 

Mr. Thomson pointed out that the 
Berkley Sound railway will become 
part of tho C. N. R. system. The pro- 
position to run ferries from Knglish 
Bluff to North Sidney or Victoria will 
not be carried out. The C. N. R. has 
got to build tho whole line. It Is to 
Its advantage to get to the const so 
as to have a through haul for tho 
grain and it Is to its Interest to open 
up the rich timber belt on the west 
const so that It may have freight to 
haul back to the prairies. 

Oliver's Bait. 

Touching on John Oliver's so-call- 
ed railway policy Mr. Thomson de- 
scribed it as one starting nowhere 
and ending in the same place. The 
people want a transcontinental line 
and an outlet to the markets of tho 
east. There would be no good object 
served In guaranteeing the bonds of 
such lines as he proposes to sub- 
sidize and ho could find no company 
of any standing which would under- 
take to build under his scheme. Wth 
no dcflnod policy tho Liberal leader 
has sought refuge in carping criti- 
cism. He appeals with a map; Mr. 
McBrlde with a clean cut policy en- 
tered Into with a company which can 
carry out what it undertakes. 

Referring to the Songhees Indian 
reserve rp'estlon, Mr. Thomson de- 
clared the Liberal candidate's have 
been malting use of this thread-bare 
subject ns a bait to Victoria West 
electors. Mr. Oliver would buy out 
tho Indians. That is just what the 
provincial and federal governments' 
have been endeavoring to do for

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THE OUTLOOK. 

From present indications the success 
of the government at tho election Is 
beyond tho chance or a doubt. From 
every quarter comes word of a most 
encouraging character. Allowing for 
the natural optimism of political 
friends, we can say that there never 
was an election In which the outlook 
seemed as favorable for the party sup- 
ported by this paper, as it does in the 
present (in-, and it has not often been 
the duty of the Colonist on the morn- 
ing after an election to explain away 
a defeat. One reason for the very 
satisfactory prospect for the govern- 
ment is that the people at large have 
come to see through tho dlaphonous 
policy of Mr. Oliver. It would be un- 
kind tu suggest that Mr. Oliver did not 
believe in that, remarkable production, 
which ho labelled a railway policy. Me 
simply did not understand the situa- 
tion, lie has never made a study of 
the province from the standpoint of 
transportation, and he has never had 
anything to do with the development 
of railway projects. He had before 
him the plan adopted at Ottawa under 
which, for the last twenty-five years or 
ho, Parliament grants occasionally a 
number of subsidies to railways. In 
only a very few cases have these sub- 
sidies been given to railways that were 
ready to begin construction. Most of 
them were like that to the Vancouver 
Island and Eastern Railway, which 
was put in the statute without the 
owners of the charter having known 
anything about it, and long before 
they were in a position to say if they 
could build a mile of railway on any 
terms whatever. Under these cir- 
cumstances it is not surprising 
that when Mr. Oliver started In to 
frame a railway policy, he decided to 
offer a joi) lot of subsidies, without 
knowing whether there was any com- 
pany in the world that would take 
them and undertake to build a yard of 
line. So transparent is his plan that 
you never hear anyone mention It now. 

Speaking more particularly of this 
city, one of the reasons for the hope- 
lessness of the Liberal situation is 
that the candidates on that ticket 
have felt themselves compelled to op- 
pose the very things for which they 
have a-i along contended. The Coast 
to Kootenay Railway project was in a 
special sense a Liberal project; that is 
to say, tlie gentlemen, who. ten or a 
dozen years ugo, were most .active in 
promoting it. were Liberals. We need 
not mention any names, for most of 
those who were prominently Identified 
with the work are not now taking an 
active part in public life, and we wish 
to respect their position as private cit- 
izens; but that what we say is true !s 
known to very many of our people, 
and will not be denied, fine of the fea- 
tures of tills project was car-f< rry 
connection between Vancouver Island 
and the Mainland. We might go back 
several years Eurther and speak of the 
time' when the late Amor de Cosmos 
advocated such an undertaking. He 
was supported by the Liberals of those 
days! and we can say with perfect 
Sincerity that, If his plans had not 
been frustrated by his political op- 
ponents the history of Victoria would 
have been something vers- different 
i'rom what it has been. Under the 
leadership of Ah-. Oliver, our local 
Liberal friends air asked to stultify 
their whole record in this respect, and 
no wonder that many of them refuse 
to do so. No wonder that .Mr. Oliver's 
talk about fake ferries ami bluff con- 
nections falls upon unfriendly ears. 

Another reason is the complete volte 
face which the Liberal leaders have 
made in respect to Island develop- 
ment. A few years ago, when the Col- 
onist was laboring for railway con- 
nection witli Die .Mainland by way of 
Bute Inlet, for which it proposes to re- 
sume its labors just as soon as the 
election is over, the local Liberal 
lenders claimed that we were indulg- 
ing in day dreams, and that we ought 
to advocate the development of nearby 
parts of the Island. After a time the 
Victoria- Barkley Sound Railway com- 
pany was organized. Our Liberal 
friends were keenly In favor of tills, 
and we think we fire right in saying 
that they were ready to assist the 
company in getting a Dominion sub- 
sidy. They said it meant much for 
the Island, and very much for Victoria. 
Now they tire asked to regard it as a 
matter of no importance, as merely a 
logging road at best, that does not 
merit public assistance, and as finite 
as likely to be an Injury as an ad- 
vantage to this city. 

All Victoria feels a thrill of new life 
because Its people believe there arc 



3ood times ahead, and that the com- 
ing of the Canadian Northern will 
bring them speedily. And yot . the 
Liberal leaders ask tho citizens to re- 
ject the opportunity of having the 
country to tho west of us opened tip 
and mndo tributary to this city; to re- 
ject tho opportunity for securing the 
long-hoped-for railway connection with 
tlie Mainland, the long desired chance 
of becoming a transcontinental ter- 
minus. 

Is II. any wonder that the prospects

The issue in tho campaign is the 
railway policy of the government, and 
properly so, for It is upon that policy 
that Mr. MeBrklo has asked the vor 
diet of the electors, and for that put- 
pose dissolved the House. But there are. 
other matters to which reference may 
be made. Among them is the provision 
of free school books. This was asked 
on behalf of the labor organizations, 
which thought the province could well 
afford to furnish them to the pupils at 
the public' schools. We do not know 
just how much of an economy this is 
to tlie parents of school children. 
Necessarily it must vary in the case 
of every family, but it is a substantial 
benefit, felt directly in the pockets of 
those who take advantage of the pro- 
vision. 

There is a good deal of talking these 
days about what is being done for the 
worklngman. As a rule the working- 
man is abundantly able to take care 
of himself, and ho is not deceived for 
a single minute by those demagogues, 
who pose as his special champions. But 
in tills matter of free school books wo 
have something, which the labor or- 
ganizations believed was reasonable, 
and the government was prompt to 
comply with the request that they 
should be supplied. 



AS TO SLAVES 

Mr; J. H. Hawthornthwalte closed a 
telegram, Which he sent to the Socialist 
candidate here, with tlie words: "Up- 
rouse ye slaves." If anything was 
wanted to make- the pretensions of the 
Socialist leaders supremely ridiculous, 
it Is this expression. It seems to us as 
if any self-respecting worklngman and 
any self-respecting Socialist would feel 
like slapping the face of the man who 
has the assurance to call him a slave. 
And yet a lot of them will get together 
and permit a man, who lives without 
working, to call them slaves. 

We know a good many men who arc 
Socialists; but we do not know one of 
them who may justly be called any 
man's slave. They may bo the slaves 
of their opinions, and undoubtedly some 
of them are, for they aro prepared to 
sacriilce much because of the principles 
they have espoused. "I once saw a 
man in a railway train In this prov- 
ince," said ;i gentleman to the Colonist, 
"who had been compelled to leave the 
place where he had been working, be- 
cause when the men had been taken 
back after a strike, work hud been re- 
fused him because he was a Socialist. 
He had his family with him; and I 
thought as ho stood with his baby in 
his arms, looking out of the car win- 
dow at his former home, that his face 
was that of a man, ready to die for 
the faith that was in him." It is be- 
cause there are such men in the ranks 
of the Socialists that the Colpnist has 
never bad hard words for them. It be- 
lieves that they are mistaken in the 
remedies they propose to apply for 
social evils; It believes that by brood- 
ing over one idea they have become 
warped in their judgment; it believes 
that many of them have been misled 
by words; but it never yot called them 
slaves, for they are everything else but 
slaves. 

So also with workingmen, who are 
not Socialists. Many of them look "».ot 
unfavorably upon Socialism, because it 
seems to them to afford tlie only way 
out of difficulties, the reality of which 
no intelligent man, who takes note of 
the progress of events, can shut his 
eyes to. Wo think that possibly these 
men may be tile forerunners of a new 
social dispensation; that in due time 
what is unwise In their propaganda 
will be eliminated, and What Is right 
will be strengthened; that the other 
classes of society will come to appre- 
ciate what is wrong In their social 
creeds, and discarding it. strengthen 
what. Is right in them. Thus by a 
process, which may be long or short, 
we hope for the day when we shall 
unite and 

"Ring out the old; ring in the new. 
Ring in the Christ that is to be." 
But this is work for free men, not for 
nu n who are taught to look upon 
themselves as slaves. When Socialism 
cuts itself loose from demagogulsm it 
will enter upon its proper sphere. 



THE LAYMEN'S MISSIONARY 
MOVEMENT 

The Laymen's Missionary movement 
Is ime of the signs of tie- times. In 
(lie past the work of applying tho 
principles of Christianity to the bet- 
terment of society has been very 
largely in the hands of the clergy. 
Tlie members of that order have done 
tliolr work well; but experience has 
demonstrated that there is a line of 
work which only laymen can do satis- 
factorily. This was wherein lay the 
great success of the Wesleyan move- 
ment. Wesley called tlie laity to his 
assistance, and Invented the class- 
meeting, which undoubtedly did more 
to further his labors than any other 
Influence that he was able to enlist. 

Tho new movement, we are told, 
stands lor union. This is a line thing 
to say about It. Much has been said 
and written about Church union, and 
doubtless it would be an excellent 



thing If it could be brought about; but 
wo must never forget that wo are, not 
all constituted alike, and honce cannot 
all see things alike. There will pro- 
bably always be difference of opinion 
upon minor points touching religion; 
but there are other points upon which 
there can be harmony and united ac- 
tion, and we look forward to the time 
when men within the church organ- 
izations will agree to disagree upon 
non-essentials and join hand In hand 
In working for the' good of all. 

We are spocially Interested in the 
'Laymen's Missionary movement, be- 
cause, as we understand It, one of Its 
chief spheres of work is the home mis- 
sion field. Whatever doubt may exist 
In tho minds of some people as to the 
influence of foreign missions upon non- 
Christian races, there Is none as to the 
usefulness, Indeed as to tlie supreme 
necessity for home missions. A Budd- 
hist, a Mohammedan or a follower of 
Confucius may find his faith sufficient 
for him. and while he holds It, there 
is something to which we can appeal, 
when wo seek to influence his actions; 
but the resident In a nominally Chris- 
tian community, who cuts himself 
loose from Christianity as n rule of 
life, is completely at sea. We grant 
tlie value of foreign missions; but we 
insist upon the absolute need of homo 
missions; we insist that the crying 
need of a new country like Canada is 
that there shall be developed a robust 
Christianity— not a Christianity that 
confines itself to the Church service or 
the prayer meeting, but one that is 
lived daily by the men who profess it, 
that is not merely treated as a means 
of fitting men for a life In another 
world, but as something that makes 
better citizens of this world. We need 
Christianity in business; Christianity 
in tlie workshop; Christianity wher- 
ever men toll; Christianity In i>olitlcs. 
It Is because the Influence of the Lay- 
men's Missionary movement Is in this 
direction that we welcome It, and 
shall be glad to do anything In the 
power of a daily newspaper to advance

The British government has deter- 
mined to give substantial aid to the 
railway to Blacksod, Ireland.

It will be fourteen 
hours from London by tho new rail- 
way. The claim is made 'that the 
journey to Halifax from this point 
can be made in three and a hnlf days. 
This would enable the mails to be 
brought Trom London to Victoria in a 
little over 9 days, without greatly in- 
creasing 'the speed of the Canadian 
Pacific trains. It is said that the be- 
ginning of the railway depends upon 
the recognition by the Canadian gov- 
ernment of the line as a part of the 
All-Rod Route. A't first blush we 
would be disposed to say that the re- 
cognition ought to be forthcoming 
very promptly, but it Is a good plan 
to hear both sides of a business pro- 
position before deciding upon it. 

The movement for the formation of 
an Arts and Crafts Club in this city 
is progressing very favorably. It has 
been very well said that Victoria 
ougli't to have an orgarlzatlon that 
can accomplish for painting and the 
allied arts work such as tlie Musical 
Society is doing in its sphere. Of 
course i't would be Impossible for 
any organization to bring great paint- 
ers here or even secure an extensive 
exhibit of their work; but much may 
be done to develop an Interest in this 
art. The Colonist some time ago ex- 
pressed the belief that tills Coast 
would one day produce artists who 
would catch its characteristic beauty 
and grandeur. An artls't of world- 
wide fame once said that our winter 
skies were worth years of study, for 
the cloud effects are very much out 
of the ordinary. Our forest and moun- 
tain scenery is in a class by itself, 
and there will come a time: when 
artists will arise, who can transfer it 
to canvas so that It will have tho 
true local color. But too much must 
not be expected at once. Even in art 
we must creep before we can walk. 
If we cannot have, whu't we would 
like, we can make tlie best of what 
we have, and thus lay the foundation 
uir better things. There is In Vic- 
toria and vicinity a great deal of 
artistic talent; which would be all tho 
bc'tter for the encouragement, im- 
petus and instruction that such a club 
as Is above mentioned could give, and 
we are glad to know that the pros- 
pects for the proposed organization 
are very bright.

Amundsen Arrive3. 

NEW YORK, N. Y„ Nov. 16.— En 
route to t'blcago to purchase supplies 
for an Arctic expedition, Capt. Roalii 
Amundsen, discoverer of the North- 
west Passage and supporter of Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook in the North Polo 
controversy arrived from Copenha- 
gen today on the steamer United 
States. Capt. Amundsen declined to 
discuss the polar dispute, nor would 
he say whether his coming northern 
trip was intended to have any bearing 
on the controversy. 

Thaw Visits New York Again. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.— Harry K. 
Thaw today, for the tlrst time in many 
months, visited New York City. By 
court order he was brought from tho 
asylum for tho criminal insane at 
Matteawnn to appear as a witness in 
a civil motion hero. 

He looked well and in good spirits.' 
Ills presence in court was desired by 
his mother, in denying the suit which 
Dr. Allen MeLane Hamilton had 
brought against her for $7,000 for his 
services as an alienist In connection 
with her son's trials. 



Strike Idea Disapproved 

NEW YORK. Nov. 10.— The strlk- of 
the 2,000,000 members of tho Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, should the 
United States supreme court deckle 
the contempt cases against Messrs. 
Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison, pro- 
posed by the Central Federation of 
Philadelphia, is not approved by labor 
leaders here. Officers of the largest 
unions in this city declare that the 
plan would violate all pending agree- 
ments wtih employers, which would bo 
fatal to the labor cause and therefore 
the calling of such a strike would he 
the hardest blow the American Fed 
eratlon could give itself. 



Italian Counterfeiter Arrested. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.— By the arrest 
of thirteen Italians here today, United 
States secret service men think they 
have rounded up the leaders of a band 
which has trafficked for at least a year 
in a large amount of counterfeit 
money, made in Palermo, Italy, and 
circulated In America.

In a cellar 
under a fruit store, Pasuquale Vasl, a 
young man was arrested, In his poss- 
ession were found 1,200 counterfeit 
two dollar bills. 



GRUESOME SUIC IDE PACT 

Determination to End Life Together 
Produces Morbid Tale of 
Horror. 



HARTFORD, Conn., Nov. 16.— Tho 
gruesome outcome of a suicide pact, 
which In fulfilment cost the life of 
Blanche Ferguson, while her compan- 
ion, Fred Reid, of Cleveland, Just es- 
caped a like fate, was told this after- 
noon in detail by Reid at a hearing in 
the office of the chief of police, It was 
brought out that the couple, who had 
known each other only two weeks, 
made two attempts to die. The first 
night of their arrival in this city they 
partook of the contents of a vial of 
morphine, purchased , in New York. 
Upon finding themselves alive the next 
morning, they propoed to renew their 
attempt to kill themselves. Reid had 
the bottle refilled in tills city and tho 
couple Hpent their last money in de- 
corating their death chamber with 
fresh white (lowers. They mado a po- 
tion In the same cocktail glasses as 
before; drank the contents; and went 
to bed to sleep. The girl never awaken- 
ed. Reid was saved by prompt medi- 
cal attention. Reid denies that ho 
banded the poison to the girl. As a re- 
sult of tin? story told by Reid the polico 
believe that he was prompted to at-

Members of London Chamber 
of Commerce and Others 
Tel! of Impressions 



Sir Alfred Splcer, M. P., president of 
the London Chamber of Commerce and 
chairman of the recent Congress of 
Chambers of Commerce of the Em- 
pire held at Sydney, New South Wales, 
accompanied by V. Warnford-Davis, of 
London, Eng.; D. Foster; T. Whlteley, 
Bradford, Eng.; U. H. Alexander, of 
Vancouver; T. ,T. S. Skinner, of Cal- 
gary; and J. Pender, of St. John, New 
Brunswick, were delegates returning 
from tlie Imperial Congress on the R. 
M. S. Alnkura, of the Canadian-Aus- 
tralian line, which reached port yes- 
terday morning from Sydney, Bris- 
bane, Suva and Honolulu. 

R. H. Alexander, the Vancouver 
delegate who represented British Col- 
umbia at the conference, was inter- 
viewed by a Colonist reporter on board 
the steamer. He said the resolution 
favoring preferential trade within the 
Empire had been carried by a good 
majority by the conference, but he 
doubted whether any direct result 
would 1)0 reached in this direction for 
somo time at least. Australia was 
not prepared to go into the question of 
tariff, the government being Involved 
at the present time In too many other 
questions, one of which was that re- 
garding the amount of subsidy to b« 
paid to the various states of the Com- 
monwealth based on the population 
and conditions prevailing in each. 

The delegates to the Chambers of 
Commerce Congress had landed at 
Brisbane, where they had been taken 
in hand by the railroad officials — the 
railroads are operated by the State in 
Australia — and they were taken on ex- 
cursions into the interior of Northern 
Queensland, going as far as Rock: 
hampton, seeing the sugar plantations, 
etc. From thence they proceeded tu 
Sydney, where the sessions of the 
Chambers of Commerce were held, and 
afterward, after many functions, ban- 
quets, etc., they proceeded to Mel- 
bourne, being lavishly entertained and 
taken on various excursions out of the 
cities. Therq they boarded the steam- 
er Loongana and went to Launceston, 
Tasmania, and crossed t lie island to 
Hobart. While at Hobart they re- 
ceived a telegram from some gentle- 
men at Launceston, sympathizing with 
the Canadians on account of the dis- 
aster at the Extension mines. From 
Hobart they went by the steamer 
Moerakl to Bluff, at the southern ex- 
tremity of New Zealand, and from 
there visited Invercarglll, Dunedin, 
Christchurch, from where they went 
by steamer to Lyttleton and Welling- 
ton, from where they uc.tit through 
the Rotorua diJtrict with its hot 
springs, in New Zealand, thence to 
Auckland, at the north, and from there 
they took passage to Suva, where they 
joined the steamer Makura. 

Very Parochial 

Mr. Alexander said he found the 
Australian people parochial. They 
could see nothing good that was not 
confined within the borders of Austra- 
lia. He considered that there was no 
comparison between the advantages 
that Canada had to offer t6 the Immi- 
grant and those c-f Australia, and as 
for the capitalist. Canada has more 
to offer. Tlie legislation brought down 
recently in Australia Is not calculated 
to invite the capitalist. With regard 
to the labor legislation it is considered 
in Australia that it has reached iu 
'limit, and a revulsion of feeling 
against the labor leaders is antici- 
pated. 

There is a general tendency on this 
side of the. Pacific, Mr. Alexander said, 
to bracket Australia and New Zealand, 
but nothing can be further from a cor- 
rect impression. There Is 1200 mllca 
of sea, often very rough sea, to be 
crossed between Australia and New 
Zealand. New Zealand, too, resents the 
coupling of the Dominion with the 
Commonwealth. New Zealand is in- 
clined to hold aloof from Australia, 
and in the matter of a subsidized 
steamship line, it Is likely that New 
Zealand would seek to have an inde- 
pendent line of steamers between 
Auckland and Victoria and Vancouver, 
rather than share In a service between 
the Dominion and Australia.

Need of Line 

Mr. Alexander deplored the absence 
of a properly equipped line of steam- 
ers plying between Vancouver and 
Auckland. The amount of trade that 
could be done between Canada and 
New Zealand Is not understood by 
New Zealand business men. Australia 
supplies must of the frozen meat, but- 
ter, tallow, etc., to Canada, and Aus- 
tralian shipping handles a great deal 
of trade that should properly belong 
to New Zealand. A shipping company 
that provided a regular service be- 
tween Canada and New Zealand would 
not only produce wealth for its share- 
holders, but would also very materi- 
ally benelit tlie two countries con- 
cerned. 

Speaking of the competition of Brit- 
ish Columbia lumber with New Zea- 
land timbers, .Mr. Alexander said that 
the B. C. lumber, having been intro- 
duced into New Zealand, would always 
hi.' in demand, because of Its having 
qualities that are not possessed by 
local timbers. There could be no pos- 
sible objection to a duty on the B. C. 
lumber, but there must be a good sup- 
ply of local timber to make a duty 
effective other than as a means of in- 
creasing revenue. Canada is a strong- 
ly protectionist country, and he believ- 
ed that high protection was necessary 
to develop tlie manufacture of a young 
country, but he would like to see pre- 
ferential tariffs arranged between 
Canada and New Zealand. In the 
matter of B. C. lumber, for Instance, 
he thought that If New Zealand in- 
tended to put a duty on that timber it 
would be us well to make it slightly 
higher on American timber than oil 
t anadian. Mr. Alexander expressed 
great pleasure with his tour through 
New Zealand. "I am expressing tlie 
opinion of all the delegates," he said, 
when 1 say that It is one of the most 
Interesting and pleasant countries we 
have yet visited." 

Sir Albert Splcer, M. p., president 
of the London Chamber of Commerce 
who Is a staunch free-trader, said ho 
had always held that the country 
which produced large supplies of food- 
stnlis could not afford to play with 
protection. There was no doubt that 
at the present time It would be a very 
serious blow to many industries in 
Australia and New Zealand were free 
trade to be introduced suddenly. At 
the same time he could not shut ills 
eyes to tlie fact that Australia and 
New Zealand were agricultural coun- 
tries, and their wenltn was in thoso 
industries. Under a protective sys- 
tem the agriculturist was always pro- 
ducing under a system which was na- 
turally expensive to him, while, on the 
other hand he had to sell on a freo 
trade basis. If he lived in Australia 
or New Zealand, lie would be a freo 
trader on principle, and lie should aim 
at giving each trade that had protec- 
tion a limited number of years to en- 
able it to become established with a 
view to ultimately withdrawing tho 
protection. He was, however, bound 
to say he believed that protection had 
too strong a hold in Australasia to 
make it likely that an alteration would 
be made in the near future. 

Tariff Reform. 
P. Warnford-Davis. one of the Lon- 
don delegates, speaking of his Impres- 
sions of New Zealand, said: 

•■Speaking as to the future possi- 
bilities of the country, I am in favor 
of a tariff reform preferential treat- 
ment of the colonies, with the double 
view of providing the people of tiie 
Empire proper remuneration and of 
assisting employment, by which means 
we should be aide, without making the 
living of tlie people at home any more 
costly, or very little so, to encourage 
New Zealand and the other oversea 
States to go on producing with the 
full knowledge that they will find a 
ready market at home, as they would 
be placed in a more favorable position 
with regard to their products than 
would be tlie case with the foreign na- 
tions of tlie world. I think that tlie 
matter of supply and demand will be 
quite sufficient among our own people 
to keep down any possibility of in- 
dated prices in view of the competi- 
tion which must necessarily arise be- 
tween the different colonies in supply- 
ing us with practically tlie same goods. 
From all 1 have heard during my tour 
I am very sure that the people of Aus- 
tralia strongly desire closer commer- 
cial relations with the Motherland. I 
entirely agree that Ibis should lie so. 
but I don't see how It can possibly bo 
achieved under our present fiscal sys- 
tem. However, J am hopeful that 
within a comparatively short time 
something will be done In tlie direction 
in which I. in common with hundreds 
and thousands of other business men, 
so strongly desire. 

"New Zealand is a country destined 
to become one of the chief granaries of 
the world," said Mr. Warnford-Davis; 
"in fact, a great produce store for a 
not very distant posterity. I strongly 
believe in preference, mutual self-help. 
Nothing could make tbo British Em- 
pire more solid; nothing could foster 
good relations between England and 
her outposts more than a knowledge 
of mutual dependence." Mr. Warn- 
ford-Davis spoke with warm praise of 
New Zealand's industrial development. 
He believes that agriculture is- our 
great resource, and that wo need small 
farmers with somo capital to make 
bush wildernesses blosom Into acres 
of yellow corn. The development of 
land meant tlie development of our 
cities, our manufactures, and our pop- 
ulation. "I think," ho said, "there is 
a period of great prosperity awaiting 
New Zealand, and I think it will not 
bo long in arriving. I am rejoiced to 
see the widespread content that al- 
ready exists." 



IMPROVE PUMP 



Trial of High Pressure Appar- 
atus Proves More Satisfac- 
tory Than Former Tests 



As ;x result of a three-hour test of 
the steam pump at tlie salt water high 
pressure station yesterday afternoon, 
that portion of the plant was shown to 
be pretty well up to requirements. At 
the end of the test tho bearings were 
found to be quite as cool as at the 
start, and with a few more tests it is 
believed that the pump will be perfect- 
ly up to requirements. Heretofore tho 
trouble has been that after a short run 
the bearings became dangerously heat- 
ed, and as this constitutes a danger to 
tlie running of tho pump, City Elec- 
trician Hutchinson refused to accept 
the pump until every part complied 
with the contract. Test after test has 
been made, the pump showing im- 
provement with every trial. As with 
all machinery, tile running will im- 
prove With use. 

As a matter of fact, the plant is in 
duplicate, there being two pumps, one 
to be operated with steam from the 
boilers of the idectric light plant, and 
tlie other by electricity supplied from 
the station of the B. C. Electric com- 
pany. This duplication was decided 
upon in case tho electric pump, which 
will be used llrst on all occasions, 
should be put out of business by the 
cutting off, for any reason, of tho power. 
In such a case tlie steam pump could 
be brought into use in a few minutes 
and an adequate supply of water fur- 
nished on all occasions. The steum 
pump lias been Installed first, but now 
that it is in practical running order 
the connecting up of the electric pump 
will be proceeded with. The big tur- 
bine for this pump and all tho neces- 
sary machinery has been Installed, and 
It is expected that tests of tho pump 
Will be made in a short time. Just so 
soon as everything Is satisfactory, tho 
official tests will bo made. Tlie electric 
pump will be the one to bo put In use 
for (lro righting purposes, the other to 
be ushed only when necessary. Each 
pump is of a capacity of '1,000,000 gal- 
lons per twenty-four hours. 

Test of Steam Pump. 

At yesterday's test of the steam 
pump the water was pumped from the 
harbor and discharged again through 
a twelve-inch pipe. The pump was 
worked to a pressure of about 140 
pounds, though it will bo tested to 150 
pounds. At the former pressure It 
threw about I!, 000 gallons per minute, 
and the stream from the twelve-inch 
pipe, carried a distance of abojit fifty 
feet. Confined to the regulation throp 
incli hose which will he used when the 
system is In operation, the force of 
water will be terrific. At the 140 
pounds pressure the pump worked at 
1,500 revolutions per minute. 

When tlie electric pump Is installer) 
and in working order, it will bo pos- 
sible, in case of a fire and the services 
of tlie high-pressure is required, tn 
have the full pressure available within 
two minutes of the receipt of thw 
alarm. Automatic alarms will be In 
stalled whereby Chief Davis, if the 
high presure is needed, can signal tho 
station, nnd practically Immediately 
the pressure will be available.

• There are many good people: in. these 
days who think, the ■ time spent by 
children in reading story ' books is 
wasted. B^ysand girls pore' over col- 
umns of- spelling, pages, of history or 
geography, write down tables of analy- 
sis and parsing and when tliey have 
finished' It is time to' go- to bed. As 
they grow older Euclid '' and - Algebra, 
Latin and Greek or French grammars, 
with their dictionaries, and the study 
of literature from which most of the 
freedom and 'delight are shut out, oc- 
cupy their time. Is It any wonder that; 
tn the time stolen from their studies 
the tired brain refuses to read any- 
thing except the lightest and most 
exciting of children's literature? In 
our anxiety to fit boys and girls for 
their future work wo do not leave them 
time, while their imaginations are act- 
ivo and their ' memories retentive; to 
store their minds wtlh' the' treasures 
left us by the great minds of the past. 

It may be said that after school days 
are over; there will be ample time foi 
reading. Most of us know that women 
at least, find among the manifold du- 
ties which life brings, there is little 
leisure to devote to reading and that 
little Is taken up with such current 
literature as can scarcely be neglected 
by any woman who lays claim to any 
degree of Intelligence.! Even those 
who love books most, find that In In 
justice to those depending on them tor 
help and comfort they must forego 
their delights to a very lai^e extent. 
There are a few, whom we look on 
as more fortunate, who have ample 
time to spend as they please, but if 
they have not rend their childish hooks 
in childhood they will never, unless 
they are remarkable people, read them. 
Among the most valuable of these are 
the fairy tales. The stories of Grimm 
and Anderson and Knatchbull Hugues- 
son will be enjoyed, If read to them 
while they are yet young enough to sit 
upon the knee of mother or father or 
aunt and uncle where they first learned 
to love the. rhymes of that wondrous 
Mother Goose. When they are old 
enough to read for themselves much 
delight will be gained from the same 
volumes. Charles KIngsley, Lewis Car- 
roll and Kipling all have contributed 
stories that will do the healthy little 
girl or boy more good t^ari all the 
useful knowledge they can be com- 
pelled to learn. The older legends of 
Greece and of the Northland have been 
rewritten for the older boys and ^;lrls, 
but these have an interest confined to 
no age. Every mother knows how ea- 
gerly the little ones listen to the Bible 
stories which are of so much mero 
value than most sermons to which 
their elders listen. . . 

There are among women In these 
days some who would deprive the 
children of the pleasures of the imagi- 
nation. Song and learned articles are 
written about the dangers of the old 
myth of Santa Claus. It Is said, for- 
sooth, that a child's trust In . his par- 
ents is destroyed when he discovers the 
source of the delight which he has en- 
joyed longer than he can remember. 
There are other household legends, 
too, which these ruthless hands would 
destroy in their eagerness to remove 
the- veil of imagination from the eyes 
of childhood. Such people forget that 
there are deeper truths than wo can 
behold with the outward eye. N'o one 
who has been brought up In a home 
where Christmas has. been kept in 
the good old way can associate the 
idea of falsehood with its observances. 

Let tlie children enjoy their myster- 
ies. The realities of life will come to 
them soon- enough. Those are happy 
indeed who bring Into mature life the 
freshness of Imagination and the sim- 
ple faith of childhood. On the other 
hand, those lives are immeasurably 
poorer, and their outlook upon life less 
clear and their judgments less sane 
who have not had an opportunity of 
reading the purely Imaginative litera- 
ture of the past and the present. Let 
us In our homes, In our schools and in 
our public libraries fill shelves with 
fairy stories and let the children have 
time to read them, even if to do so 
we must leave the grammars unopened, 
the arithmetics untouched and the 
histories unread. '. , 



ever, possible to exercise the strictest 
vigilance, without wounding the feel- 
ings of any and the measures taken 
will add very greatly to the comfort 
of all, oven when permanent Improve- 
ment is hopeless. 

It is said, In justification or this 
campaign that there arc at least 20,000 
cases of tuberculosis in the city of 
New York alone, which have not been 
recorded, and It is felt that every 
means must be taken to lessen the 
danger of the spread of the disease. 

In the city of Winnipeg, a very ac- 
tive campaign is bein>, curried on by 
a society which has only been organ- 
ized during the present year. The 
work of this anti-tuberculosis society 
is carried on chiefly among the poor. 
A visiting nurse has been engaged 
since the beginning of July, and she 
has found plenty to do in visiting pa- 
tients and instructing those who' are 
able to take care of themselves. Ad- 
dresses have been delivered In the 
schools and a dispensary provided. 
Like all such societies, however, this 
one of Winnipeg llnds itself unable to 
carry on Its work for lack of funds, 
I An appeal Is now being made to the 
I public for help. As an argument in 
favor of their methods of work the 
Winnipeg society shows that In Edin- 
burgh, whose example it is following, 
the annual death rate from tubercul- 
osis had dropped from twenty in 10.- 
000 to eleven in 10,000 In nineteen 
years. This is a decrease of 45 per 
cent., or to put it in another way, a 
saving of 315 lives each year In that 
city alone. 



A nEngllsh journalist who Is among 
the many who, during the last year, 
has devoted some time to the study of 
conditions in Canada, has this to say 
about its people: 

"I have travelled all the world, but 
I have never been in a country (and I 
do not except the United State's) 
where energy is so thoroughly a god. 
'Get on- or get out' is a Canadian prin- 
ciple. The country is new, the inter- 
nal resources are enormous, -the possi- 
bilities of money-making tire great, 
and the Canadian, knowing this. Is 
hard at it. His coat is off; he has 
squared himself to the work; he Is out 
for the .dollars; and Is, in deadly, grim 
earnest. He knows few pleasures, and 
asks for none. By sheer hard work 
ho means to win through. From his 
American neighbor lie has borrowed a 
good mnny of those tactics which con- 
stitute 'hustle.' He is always on the 
jump, ready for any enterprise, pro- 
gressive, and not a little unscrupulous. 
His greatest boast is that he is willing 
at any moment to do anything — from 
loading hay to running a railroad, and 
this versatility he claims is a prime 
essential of the Canadian character, 
lie Is loyal to the British flag, but he 
demands It to be understood that It is 
also the Canadian Hag. He is quite 
undemonstrative ahout you. Me haa 
not the slightest curiosity as to who 
your father or your grandfather was. 
He is more concerned in what you are 
capahlo of, and whether he can use 
you to his, and, incidentally, your ad- 
vantage. He is brutally frank, and 
he admires success with all his heart 
and spirit," ' . '. 

There is much truth In the picture 
which this writer draws, but there 13 
another side to the Canadian charac- 
ter. Strong and self-reliant and ver- 
satile as he is, the average Canadian 
Is more than a. mere, money-maker. 
He believes in the old virtues of truth 
and Integrity: he loves learning, and 
for Ills children, if not for himself, bo 
cherishes ideals. If there are among 
us many to whom the term "unscrupu- 
lous" can be truly applied, it is time 
the women of the country saw, and 
made their sons see, that no man or 
no nation can be really great who has 
iforsaken the path of honor. It Is for 
us to show that neither money or suc- 
cess Is the highest motive for which a 
man can strive. We are proud of the 
strength, tin- energy, the resourceful- 
ness of our men. but Canadian women 
value still more highly that "righte- 
ousness which oxalteth the nation." 



Perhaps some of us have wondered 
what, after .all, can be done by the 
people of. any city to' lessen the num- 
ber of consumptives within its limits. 
We have begun to realize that the 
largest sanitarium can provide for but 
a very few patients, compared with 
the number who need treatment. The 
directions we. as individuals, receive 
from medical authorities are very 
vague. We know, in a general way, 
that phthisis patients need much nour- 
ishment, and many of us are aware 
that conditions may arise which will 
make It Impossible to take that nour- 
ishment. Just how the contagion Is 
spread is as yet a matter of dispute 
oven among nie'Uoal men. Perhaps all 
of which we arc certain is that fresh 
air and sunshine are Indispenslble, 
that the most absolute cleanliness is 
Imperative and that the best nourish- 
ment is needed. But of the details of 
management there is much to learn 
and it does not seem easy to get a 
teacher without applying to a physi- 
cian and perhaps, after all, that Is the 
safest and the cheapest thing to do. 

But so far as cities are concerned 
much Is being done and the great city 
of New York, where, perhaps, the dis- 
ease haB taken the firmest hold, is 
this year going to redouble its efforts 
to battle with It. The department to 
which this work is given in charge 
has an addition to its funds of more 
than ,1 quarter of a million dollars. 
A thorough milk Inspection will employ 
a number of men, who will be paid 
from this fund. Every home in which 
it Is reported that a tuberculosis pa- 
tient lives will be visited and a report 
given of his condition and surround- 
ings. A nurse will be. sent to teach 
hlni how best to take care of himself 
and to avoid endangering others. If 
in good circumstance the sufferer will 
bo advised to call In a physician or go 
to a hospital. If not, advice and treat- 
ment will bo given without charge. 
Tenement houses will be visited and 
not only the patients hut their asso- 
ciates examined. Those sufferers who 
have gone to the hospitals will not 
be allowed to return to their, homes 
as long as conditions there are unfa- 
vorable. After he Is discharged, the 
patient will be visited regularly by the 
nurses of the Health Department. 
Hopeless cases will not bo discharged 
and all houses which have been occu- 
pied by consumptives must be disin- 
fected when they move. 

All this may sound to many old- 
fashioned peoplo very like tyranny. 
But we- have learned that no man 
or woman Is at liberty to do anything 
which will injure others, It is, how-

It is just this want 
of imagination in women, of which 
Ruskln long ago complained, that is 
responsible for a large part of the 
misery in the world. There Is much 
suffering that would be alleviated, 
many wrongs that would be righted, 
it" only wo could realize the misery 
they cause. 



WOMAN'S WORK 



The regular monthly meeting of the 
Anti-Tuberculosis Society. held on 
Monday in the City Mall was presided 
over by Mrs. F, S. Barnard. 

The case of a young girl In danger 
of becoming a victim of tuberculosis 
was brought before the ladles In a re- 
port from Dr. Pagan. The necessity 
of engaging a nurse whose duty it 
would bo to visit patients suffering 
from consumption was pointed out. 
Such a nurse would In- welcomed when 
visits of members of the society would 
be looked upon with disfavor. 

With regard to a. Tranqullle sanita- 
rium. Dr. Fagnn said that the work 
would be suspended for lack of funds, 
as it would need between $15,000 and 
$17,000 to complete it. There was room 
at present for about thirty patients. 

In order to add to the funds a 
Christmas stamp will he again Issued 
this year. The design, which was 
shown to those present, and met with 



their approval, was more artistic than 
the one used last year. 

Mrs. Stuart' Robertson gave her re- 
port of the annual meeting of the 
Women's Council and after some pres- 
sure consented to act again during the 
coming year as the representative of 
the society at the regulur meetings of 
the council.

Jewish Lawyers Limited 

•ST. PETERSBURG. Nov. IB. — Be- 
cause of the great number of Jews 
who have entered the legal profession 
since 1905, the minister of justice has 
further limited the percentage of Jew- 
ish students who may he eligible for 
admission to the bar. Hereafter but 
35 per cent of those living within the 
pale, that Is within the Russian dis- 
trict, which Is open to only such Jews

as have been admitted by special favor 
of the government, will he eligible, and 
twenty per cent of those outside the 
pale. Formerly the percentages were 
50 and 30, respectively. The profession 
of the law was practically closed to 
the Jews prior to 1D05 by reason of the 
discretionary power vested In the min- 
ister of justice, none having been ac- 
cepted as fuly qualified advocates dur- 
ing the sixteen years preceding that 
date. 



Christian Science Trial 

BOSTON, Nov. 10. — The examina- 
tion of Mrs. Augusta F. Stetson, for- 
merly ilrst reader of the Christian 
Science church of New York, by the 
hoard of directors of the mother 
church In this city, regarding her 
teachings of Christian Science and her 
attitude toward the directors of Un- 
church, was continued today.

Marsh 
returned yesterday from the South 
ami when he was informed of 
Shrubb's challenge lie readily ox- 
pressed a willingness to sign up with 
the Englishman. "Shrubb can have 
a race any time he wants it." com- 
mented Marsh. 

No little Interest is be.'ng taken In 
the big race next Friday and It goes 
without saying that there will be a 
record crowd out for the event. It 
will be St. Yves' Ilrst appearance in 
Vancouver, and some records are 
likely to go by the board when the 
two distance men come together.

The. Empress Athletic club was 
formally launched last night in the 
quarters fitted up at SIM Douglas street.

The Ottawa was built In 1900 for 
the Canada Atlantic Transit company 
by the Bertram Works company, To- 
ronto, and has since been engaged in 



the Lake Superior freight business. The 
Beeno of the Ottawa's wreck off Pas- 
sage island, Is very close to tho point 
where the Canadian Pacific steamer Al- 
goina struck In 1885 during a wild 
storm, causing Ihe loss of several lives.

BOMB S IN CRETE 

Explode Dynamite Cartridges in the 
Chamber of Doputies to Break 
Up Meeting. 



Spreinl In The ISrrnlnK I'oiit. 

CANEA CRETE, Nov. 16— A cylinder 
(Hied with dynamite cartridges was ex- 
ploded In the hull -of the chamber of 
doputies late last night. The building 
was unoccupied at the time and the 
damage was comparatively Insignifi- 
cant. Nevertheless the detonation rang 
throughout the city and awoke the 
populuno and caused a panic. It was at 
flrjst thought that big guns were being 
fired. The outrage is attributed to the 
annexationists whoso object it is sup- 
posed was to break up a mooting which 
it was expected the chamber would 
hold for the formation of a new gov- 
ernment to replace the provisional ad- 
ministration. 

Tho bomb explosion at Canea is 
possibly another sympton of tho 
trouble which became acute last July 
when the Cretans who favored the an- 
nexation of the Island to Greece 
hoisted the Greek Hag over the fort- 
ress of Canea, Upon the protest of 
Turkey to whose suzerainty Crete Is 
subject and the command of Great 
Britain, Russia, France and Italy this 
movement was suppressed. The an- 
nexationists have, however, continued 
to be party to some party or some 
power and Influence. 




Captain Troup Discusses Pro- 
posed Improvements With 
Board of Trade President 



That the business of the C. P. P.. 
coasting lleet hits outgrown the ton- 
nage used by the company in local wa- 
ters was a statement made yesterday 
by Captain J. W. Troup, the general 
superintendent to Simon Lelser, pre- 
sident of the board of trade. ■ Mr. 
Lelser, accompanied . by the secretary 
of the board of. trade, had a long con- 
ference with Captain Troup relative 
to contemplated improvements, and the 
possibilities of again arranging for a 
seven day a week mail service to Pa- 
get Sound ports. 

In the course of tho conference Mr. 
Leiser said that the present mail ser- 
vice to Puget Sound was.no better than 
it was twenty years ago, in respect to 
the number of days per week that tho 
mall was carried. Ho said that the 
C. P. R. had been urged to. go on tho 
route, the citizens being confident that 
the company would maintain the ser- 
vice wltiiout a break, and with thor- 
oughly seaworthy vessels. The mall 



subsidy which had been granted to 
United States ownprs never had ex- 
ceeded $2,9,10 per a'.".cum, but when tho 
C. P. R. went on the route the subsidy 
had been increused to $0,000, through 
tho instrumentality of the board of 
trade. As soon as he (Mr. Lelser) had 
been informed that tho larger amount 
was for a minimum service (six days a 
week) ho had telegraphed to Ottawa 
asking that an additional . subsidy 
might be grunted for the extra day de- 
sired. He had' learned in reply that 
under the existing contract, while a 
minimum six dav a week service was 
provided, the company had agreed to 
carry malls by every steamer, even 
though more frequent than tho mini- 
mum service for which the contract 
provided. Mr. Lelser went on to point 
out that the citizens of Victoria never 
thought that tho service would be cur- 
tailed to one of six days, and an in- 
tense feeling of resentment had been 
manifested. 

Not Parsimony. 

Captain Troup, In reply to these re- 
presentations, said that he wished to 
give the fullest asurances that any 
curtailment In the service was not duo 
to parsimony on the part of tho com- 
pany. The C. P. n. would be only too 
glad to give a seven dav a week ser- 
vice, but the fact was that the trade 
of the coast hud outgrown the avail- 
able tonnage. Since the company hud 
taken over tho coast service, the Prin- 
cesses Victoria, Charlotte, Beatrice, 
Royal, and other vessels had been add- 
ed, but still there was need of further 
steamers, and he was now engaged on 
plans for it now vessel for the Comox 
route, which bad been decided upon, a 
vessel to replace the Charmer, and 
possibly a vessel suitable for the Vic- 
toria-New Westminster run would bo 
provided. All these matters would re- 
ceive attention when he reached Mont- 
real, whore he purposed going in a few 
days' time. 

Illustrative of the high pressure at 
which the lleet was worked, Captain 
Troup called attention to the fact that 
the Prjncesses I 'harlottc and Victoria 
bad now only one lay over day In a 
fortnight, and as a consequence the 
crews were called upon to perform 
hard and almost continuous work. 
Stormbound in North. 

Alluding to -the suggestion that 
either the Princess Royal or the Prin- 
cess May should be requisitioned for 
the lay over days of the other vessels, 
Captain Troup pointed out that It was 
uncertain when these vessels would 
reach port from northern waters ow- 
ing to the weather condition which 
prevailed during the winter. To show 
how difficult It was for these vessels 
to maintain their true schedule, he 
stated that he had just received a wire- 
less message advising him that the 
Princess May had been stormbound in 
Lynn ("anal for twelve hours. A blind- 
ing snowstorm was raging there, and 
Captain McLeod had found It neces- 
sary to come to anchor In a sheltering 
bay. 

Just how tho seven day service could 
be maintained, Captain Troup Was not 
prepared to state, although the mat- 
ter was engaging his earnest attention 
since he had returned from Seattle 
last Thursday. The new time sched- 
ules of the winter sailings had been 
issued, while other schedules were now 
in type. Ho could glvo Mr, Lelser the 
assurance that something would be 
done soon, but it might not be possible 
to meet the requirements of the cit- 
izens immediately.

Captain Troup was so emphatic In 
tliis respect that Mr. Leiser felt that 
he could safely leave the matter In his 
hands, and be able to assure the cit- 
izens that the break In the dally ser- 
vice would not be continued. 

New Steamer Wanted. 

The next matter submitted to Cap- 
tit in Troup Wits the question of the 
new steamer for tho Victoria-Comox 
route. Sir Thomas Shaugiinessy had 
stated that the vessel could be con- 
structed cheaper In Great Britain than 
In local yards, and that it would bk\ 
delivered by the builders there at an 
earlier date. Mr. Lelser Impressed 
upon Captain Troup the necessity of 
assisting local shipbuilding yards, even 
though by doing so the expnse to the 
company would be greater, and there 
might be some delay in the delivery of 
the vessel. 

The question of a steamer for the 
Victoria-New Westminster route was 
also gone Into thoroughly. It was point- 
ed out that the local and New West- 
minster boards of trade were co-op- 
erating to bring about this improve- 
ment in tho service, and that the ship- 
pers of both ports were anxious for a 
vessel. Captain Troup said that he 
would use his best efforts to prevail 
on the C, P. R. board of directors to 
sanction the construction of -tills 
steamer. 

The board of trade president was 
well satisfied with his interview, and 
left Captain Troup feeling that the 
interests of tho citzens with regard to 
coast transportation were safe in his 
hands.

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RAILWAY MAP OF VANCOUVER ISLAND TWENTY YEARS HENCE. 



"With the construction of tho Victoria 
nncl Barkley Sound railway an era of 
railway development will have ben In- 
augurated on the island, which will prob- 
ably mean that the lines shown on the 
accompanying map will be In operation 
in twenty years time." The foregoing 
statement was made yesterday to a 
Colonist representative by one of the 
best known authorities In the city on 
the resources and configuration of Van- 
couver Island. This is how ho figures 
it out: 

"First you have the Victoria and 
Barkley Sound railroad running along 
the southwest coast of the island, with 
branches reaching into the different- 
valleys and tapping their various tim- 
ber and mineral resources. The rail- 
road will open up important settlements 
in the San Juan valley. This country 
la at present inaccessible except by 
railroad. Under ■ existing 'Conditions it 
is an uncomeatable territory. The Vic- 
toria and Barkley Sound railroad will 
open up the whole of the country 
hounded by t ho E. and N. railway lands 
and the west coast, an area which In 
rich In timber, but which through; in- 
accessibility is now lying dormant. 
Road From Duncans. 

At present there is a railway pro- 
jected from Duncans via Cowichan Lake, 
which will likely be extended via the 
Nltlnut and Sarita rivers to Barkley 
Sound and its construction appears cer- 



tain In view of the projected railroad 
from here to Barkley Sound. This rail- 
way from Duncans may possibly be 
connected by ferry with Vancouver. A 
branch from this road from the head of 
Cowichan Lake, via the Nitinat valley 
to -connect with the present IS. and X. 
railway to Alberni, would bo an im- 
portant logging line, though probably 
the usefulness of this road would he 
In its joining up the E. and N. railroad 
with the projected Victoria and liark- 
Icy Sound road. 

A railroad which is certain to follow 
the roads projected above Is the con- 
struction of a line from Alberni to 
Clayonuot and Barkley Sound via 
Sproat Lake, Taylor river, through Sut- 
ton's Pass and thence down the Elk 
river to Kennedy Lake, with branches 
connecting with Toquart, Ucluelet, Loot,' 
Beach and Tol'ma Inlet in ClayoqUOt 
Bound.- This railroad would make 
Clayoquot Sound tributary to Alberni, 
and ih<! read outlined above is likely to 
be built by the C. P. It. as a competing 
line ivit.li tlje Victoria and Barkley 
Sound railroad. Thus both t he <*. P. R. 
and Ihe ('. N*. R would he competing 
by rail connection for the west coast 
trad.'. 

North of French Creek. 

Surveys have already been carried 
oul for a railroad north from French 
Creels on the Alberni extension, follow- 
ing the east coast of Vancouver Inland 



as far as Comox harbor and thence fol- 
lowing the coast line up to Chatham 
Point, This line may ultimately con- 
nect by ferry with a railway coming 
down tlte mainland via Bute Inlet. 

There is now under construction an 
Important logging railway from Rock 
Hay to Hear Lake and thence south 
through tin- center of the Say ward dis- 
trict. This road Is being built by the 
Hastings Sawmill company of Vancou- 
ver, and Is projected to run as far as 
Campbell Lake The road runs through 
one of the best timber belts on the 
island. 

Another important logging road Is 
under construction from tile mouth of 
the Campbell river and is projected to 
roun south of the fiftieth parallel to 
Quinsam Lake. This Is being built by 
the International Logging company. 

There also seems every probability 
that a railway will be built from the 
Campbell river via Campbell Lake and 
theme northwesterly to the upper end 
of Salmon river, and following the val- 
ley of the Salmon as far as Its month. 
The Hastings Sawmill company has al- 
ready a railway running a few miles 
up from the mouth of the Salmon river. 
The foregoing road would then probably 
run westerly along the shore of Van- 
couver island to Hardy Bay and Quat- 
aino. as the shortest route to tho 
northern end of Vancouver Island. 

From Campbell Luke It Is evident that 
another railroad would branch off run- 



ning southwesterly along upper Camp- 
bell Lake through the valley of the Elk 
river to tho south of Crown mountain 
and thence northwesterly through tho 
centre of the Island along the Kla-anch 
river to Ximkish Lake connecting with 
a railway to Hardy Day and Quntslno. 
A branch line would likely be built to 
Buttle Lake and another branch nlong 
the Cold river to Muchalat Arm on 
N'ootka Sound. If n road Is ever built 
through the interior of H. C. via Bute 
Inlet, Xootka Sound would become an 
Important terminal point. 

A lugging railway is already pro- 
jected from Beaver Cove via Nlmklsll 
Lake to Kyuquot Sound.

FIRE STILL BURNS"" 

IN CHERRY, ILL, MINE 

Preparations Complete For Opening 
Mine and Combating Flames — 
cn Attend Funerals. 



CHERRY, Illinois, November pi. 
— A temperature of 103 degrees re- 
corded at the toil of tho St. Paul mine 
shaft today showed that the lire in- 
side is stiii burning liorcely and it 
probably will be Impossible to break 
the sealed entrance of the mine for 
the present. 

All preparations have been made, 
however, for tho opening of the mine 
and fighting the tlames. A "special 
train from Chicago bringing lire- 
lighting apparatus Is on the way here. 
As thero Is nothing In the shaft to 
burn, tho boat felt at the entrance 
must come from within the mine pro- 
per 300 feet below. The smell of gas 
Is apparent near the shaft and this 
seems a certain indication that the. 
lire has spread from the stables to 
tho collieries. 

"We hope to open the mine if pos- 
sible today." said President Barling, 
of the St. Paul Company, who is In- 
tently watching every move of tho 
exports. 

"If we can open the shafts a des- 
perate effort will lie made to fight the 
lire."

EPISCOPAL JUBILEE 

OF POPE PIUS X 



His Holiness Celebrates Today in Re- 
tirement at the Vatican — Many 
Messages Received. 



ROME, Nov. 10. — The eulscopal ju- 
bilee of Popo Pius X occurred today. 
Many messages of congratulation and 
well-wishes readied the Vatican. The 
pope desired to spend the day quietly 
without any formal celebration. He 
celebrated mass in the private chapel, 
admitting only his own sisters from 
I Nice, with whom he afterward brcak- 
I fasted. Later in tile day his holiness 
received the officials of the Vatican, 
who presented their greeting. To 
I these the pontiff showed the gold 
pretorial cross whicli was given him 
by Pope Leo in 1884 upon the oc- 
casion of his appointment as bishop 
of Mantua. In honor of the Jubilee 
many homes in the vicinity of the 
Vatican were decorated. The. pll- 
grimmage from France ended here to- 
day. 

The rumor is persistent that Mon- 
signeur Falconier will be created a 
cardinal. It is reported that he will 
lie replaced as apostcllc delegate at 
Washington by Monseigneur Aglus, 
now apostolic delegate at Manila, by 
Agr. Aversa, at present apostolic de- 
legate to Cuba or by Mgr. Stagni, 
archiblshop of Aquila, who has been 
many years in Morocco. 

The pope also received Cardinal 
Merry Del Vul, papal secretary of 
state, and Cardinal Gasparri, who 
preceded the other prelates residing 
at the Vatican, all of whom offered 
greetings to the pope. The only car- 
dinal from without the Vatican to be 
received was Cardinal Vivos Tuto.

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.A Steamship Car- Ferry That Carries Trains Over 

Sixty-Five Miles of Open Sea in the Stormy Baltic 




The first picture shows- the steam car-ferry Drottnlng Victoria, the second shows the railroad cars aboard the ferry, the third the interior 
of the vessel and the lilies on which tile cars rest, and the fourth shows the buffers. 



The car-ferry to be established by 
the Canadian Northern Railroad com- 
pany between Englishman's bluff ami 
Victoria will have far less open water 
to traverse than many of the car ferry 
systems in service. A glance at the 
chart shows that between English- 
man's bluff and Active, pnss there Is 
but thirteen miles of what may be re- 
garded as open "water. In the current 
issue, of the World Today, there is an 
article on tho German-Swedish Rail- 
road ferry service, by Julius Grund- 
niann, which says: 

"In July this year, has been accom- 
plished a long-thought-of plan, namely 
to cross the Baltic by a train-ferry. 
"When, in 1903, direct communication 
between Berlin and Copenhagen was 
made possible by establishing the 
Warnemunde-Gjedser ferry service, 



and then the traffic developed excel- 
lently, the question was raised tu a 
similar service between Prussia and 
.Sweden, namely, the German seaside 
resort, Snssnitz, and Trulleborg. Be- 
tween these points a steamer service 
was opened In 1897, but the changing 
from rail to boat and again from boat 
to rail was a great handicap to traffic. 

".Fortunately, Kassnitz bad already 
a harbor, and it was only necessary Vo 
lengthen ■ the east- mule and to built 
another on the west. Light towers are 
now erected on the terminals of these 
moles, and their distance apart, that Is, 
the width of the harbor entrance, Is 
about four hundred feet. Post office, 
workshops, and residences for. officials 
and workmen had also to bo built, 
which cost tlic German government the 
sunt of .four And onc-Uilnl million 



marks. An equal sum was expended 
for two ferry boats. 

"The harbor extension at the Swe- 
dish end. Trelleborg, however, cost 
much more, namely, 13,150,000 marks, 
ami that country had also tu provide 
Lwo vessels; "I' which one. the Drott- 
ning Victoria, was built on an English 
wharf. -Nearly the whole deck is taken 
up by two tracks, which offer room for 
eight long- passenger ears or sixteen to 
eighteen freight cars. Above it are 
the drawing and .smoking rooms, also 
special suites for the passengers; and 
below, staterooms for those who do 
not use sleeping berths on the train. 
All these an- ventilated and heated 
by an admirable up-to-date system, 
by Which fresh air can he pumped in, 
either e old or heated, at any time. The 
vessel contains also a submarine-sig- 



nal station, and is divided Into water- 
tight compartments separated by 
bulkhead doors to make it unsinkable. 
As the sea in that part is rather rough, 
large bllgekeels are attached to minim- 
ize the rolling. By means of books 
and eyes the train Is fastened very 
rigidly to the deck to prevent the mov- 
ing of the cars during transit. For 
safety in lonvlng anil entering port, 
stern and how rudders are (Itted to the 
boat, and controlled by steam from the 
bridge. The two triple-expansion en- 
gines develop 5,400 Jiorso-power. and 
give the vessel a speed of sixteen knots 
an hour, so that the trip can he made 
in four hours. The distance is sixty- 
five nautical miles, by far the longest 
ever covered by a train-ferry in Eu- 
rope. The rulers of Germany and 
Sweden were present at the opening 
festivities."

The dotation of the two million dol- 
lar shipbuilding concern for Ksqulmalt 

'is reported as being in connection with 
tho project for the establishment of a 
Canadian navy. I'm- some Limcj 
past there have been reports of 
various British shipbuilding linns fin- 
ing interested in the establishment of 
docks and shipbuilding yards in Can- 
ada, at rarious points, Point Levis and 
St. John, being mentioned as locations. 

A deputation sought some days nyii 
lo secure an annual subsidy at. I per 
cent, per annum lor fifty years on a 
proposed capital outlay of $30,000,000 
for the establishment of dry docks ami 
shipbuilding repairing plants at Levis 
and St. John. The government thought 
this amount too high and thai a smaller 
amount of federal assistance should bo 
required to ensure the earrylng^out of 
the scheme. Prohably federal assist- 
ance would also he received by any 
company establishing docks and plant 
at Ksi-uimalt for building ships. .Messrs. 
Barbital ,t Wolff, Sir llobcrt Perks, the 
C, P. li. and the Allan line were re- 
ported to la; interested in the eastern 
projects. 

According lo a cablegram from Lon- 
don arrangements havo been made for 
tho establishment of the dock at Levis 
and a proposition bits been madn to 
tho government, which Is expected to ho 
accepted for tho St. John dry dock. The 
Interests involved in the Levis duck 
aro the Canadian Pacific, the Allans, 
tfarlithd & Wolff, the Belfast ship- 
builders'; Sir Charles McLaren, repre- 
senting the John Browne & Co., of 
Clydebank. Mr. Dnvle, of Lovls, who 
conducted tbu present salvage and dry- 
dock business there, and the McArthur- 
Perlis company.

and Sydney Morning Herald in com- 
menting on the proposals in the United 
States to subsidize shipping on the 
Pacific, speak favorably of the re- 
establlshment of a service between 
Sydney, Auckland and San Francisco. 
The Sydney paper says: "The re-estab- 
lishment of the,, direct mail line with 
San Erun Cisco ; , would have a beneficial 
effect on Australian trade. U Is true 
that the Union 'Company's line to Van- 
couver supplies fis with an admirable 
and fast service, but we want also to 
be In direct touch with tho United 
States, such as we were when the 
Oceanic line was In existence. Our only 
means of direct communication is by 
means of the Australian Mail line, 
which carries malls generally no 
further than Auckland, whence they 
arc brought by New Zealand steamers, 
but which carries no passengers. If 
the United States grants such a sub- 
sidy as will lead lo the re-establish- 
ment of direct Intercourse it will give 
us two American strings to our bow, 
and it need not unduly handicap our 
own subsidized service to Vancouver." 

Tho "Auckland Times .says: "A Cana- 
dian line runs from Vancouver to 
Brisbane, transhipping New Zealand 
passengers at FIJI, and there is enough 
trade between New Zealand and Cali- 
fornia to maintain a regular cargo lino. 
It Is quite certain that any direct pas- 
senger service between San Francisco 
und New Zealand would offer tin; same 
Inducements, compared with any in- 
direct connection, as that offered be- 
tween New Zealand and London by 
tho new P. & O. service, and that if 
would have an -excellent prospect of 
taking the. lion's share of the cargo 
trade. The only section of the direct 
route which would ho tabooed to liners 
flying the British flag is that between 
Honolulu and San Francisco, and 
though this is a regrettable drawback 
it Is cluite unreasonable to regard it as 
unbearable. We subsidize "mall lines" 
tr> Fiji, to Tahiti, and to Sydney. Why 
not subsidize Instead a British line 
from New Zealand to Vancouver, call- 
ing at San Francisco to receive and 
deposit malls? We hear continuously 
of the wonderful expansion of the Pa- 
cific trade, and sec with out own eyes 
how other countries are pushing Into 
it. Only New Zealand is left isolated, 
and the" first bl'eak In our recent isola- 
tion Is due* not to any State action nor 
lo an\' local effort, hut to the evton- 
sloh of a great Uondoh company. Put 
the P. and I >. liners go west, not north- 
east, and much as WO shall be ad- 
vantaged by their appearance in 
New Zealand waters, they do not as- 
sist in solving our mail problem. The. 
onlv effective solution ror Unit vital 
problem' is. we repeal, the re-estab- 
lishment of a San Francisco connec- 
tion. II would be well worth our while 
to secure the connection by American 
steamers, ami to participate with the 
Washington authorities in some ar- 
rangement to that effect. Put if our 
government so determined, a British 
line could be brought Into being, and 
the Pritish (lag carried again Into the 
Golden (late. Our local shipping com- 
panies would certainly consider the 
question if they were convinced that, 
the government were determined, and 
that tin encouraging subsidy would be 
paid. There Is no need for high 
speeds nor for enormous vessels. Fair 
speeds and comfortable steamers 
would meet till requirements for . tho 
time being, seeing that tho odd days 
lost by economizing fuel on the Paci- 
fic would bo more than recovered 
when our mall bags wore safely placed 
on tho American postal carriages. It 
is impossible to conclude , that this 
Dominion, with its increasing Ameri- 
can trade, and with Its constant 
stream of incoming unci outgoing pns- 
SHlgors, could hot offer sufficient sub- 
sidy to make, good tiny initial loss 
which a direct line to 'San Francisco 
might sustain.' We submit that It 
would be much more businesslike to 
pay a generous subsidy for this pur- 
pose than to fritter our money away in 
subsidizing paltry connections with 
casual calling-ports, which leave us In 
a situation of which any ambitious 
Postmaster-General must be heartily 
ashamed."

In regurd to the present line 
of steamers running from Canada to 
Australia under contract, the. old diffi- 
culty of Brisbane being the port of 
call stands In thee way as far as New 
Zealand is concerned, ' and prevents! 
their calling here. We htUflt, therefore 
either subsidize a fast connecting ser- 
vice between Auckland and Fiji or 
else enter into ah arrangement ' with 
Cahada for a fast steamer service to 
come on from Sydney. The trip to 
Auckland should not occupy more 
than 27 or 28 days over this route." 
Asked whether he thought there was 
any likelihood of the San Francisco 
service being revived, Sir Joseph Ward 
replied that he had no proposals to 
make in regard to that service nt pre- 
sent, and if the question cropped up, 
It would have to be considered on its 
merits." 

Strike in Australia 

Cable advices were received by the 
captain of the Makura. from Sydney, 
Instructing the carriage of all the bun- 
ker coal that can he carried on the re- 
turn voyage, owing to a strike pre- 
vailing in Australia. The message 
stated that the price of coal had risen 
from six shillings a ton to sixty shil- 
lings. 

When .the Makura arrived at Suva, 
the crippled steamer South Australia 
was beached, repairing, after being 
stranded for some time at Wallls Is- 
land where she went on a reef and 
was hauled off by the steamer Atua. 
'fhe scene of tho wreck Is north of 
Tonga, being u small Island under the 
protection of France, 

Mihono Damaged 
. News wa i l iought that the Union 
iSteamshti comi any'u steamer .Muhcno 
was damaged curing a stormy trip be- 
tween Sydney and New Zealand, Whiln 
the Mahcno was battling against the 
elements a mountainous sea broke on 
board, smashing about 40 feet of the 
railing on the starboard side of the 
promenade deck. This sea also stove 
in the saloon door, and Hooded the 
deck cabins, the parser's office, and 
other deck-houses, out no damage wan 
done to the cabins. While! the gale 
lasted, the Muheno rolled considerably. 
A trimmer named A. Fhidlay, who was 
engaged In wheeling coal from the 
bunkers to the stokehole, was thrown 
heavily to the floor, and had a rib 
broken. The third cook, Harris, re- 
ceived a cut on the head through be- 
ing hurled against the galley wall.

SEARCH FOR MISSING 

WARATAH UNAVAILING 

Steamer Sabine Reports Unsuccessful 
Cruise — Sealers Did Not 
Sight Vessel 



"Is there any news of the Waratah?" 
This was chief among the enquiries 
of the passengers of the steamer Ma- 
kura on her arrival from Australia 
yesterday morning. The long missing 
Blue Anchor liner, which left Durban 
for Capetown oil July 26th, has been 
practically given Up as lost, with the 
300 persons on hoard. The steamer 
Sabine, chartered jointly by the Aus- 
tralian government, the owners, and 
underwriters, has reported by wireless 
to the White Star liner Ionic, at sea. 
that up to October 13th- her search 
had been continued without result. 
The Sabine loft Capetown on Septem- 
ber 11th. fitted with naval searchlights, 
and had charts providing for a zig-zag 
course between Africa and Australia. 

It was thought by many that the 
Victoria-owned sealing schooners In 
the Indian Ocean, the Agnes G. Don- 
ahue and Beatrice J,. Corkum, which 
went from Halifax to bunt seals near 
the Marlon Islands and CroZOtS, might 
locate the missing steamer adrift if 
she was still afloat, but advices from 
Marlon Island, by a small steamer 
sent to carry supplies to tile sealers 
engaged there state that nothing has 
been heard of the missing vessel. The 
steamer which supplied the sealers sit 
Marlon Island has returned to Durban 
without sighting either the Waratah or 
the Sablno, although a close watch 
Was maintained. 

-The steamer Jeanne D'Are. sent to 
Korguelen Island has also returned to 
Durban without finding any trace of 
the Waratah. 

UMATILLA DELAYED 

ON PUGET SOUND 



Pacific Coast Liner Will Not Leave

The fire was noticed in 
the lower starboard coal bunker, and 
the boatswain, Christiansen, and sea- 
man Nellson, who went to locate the 
outbreak, were suffocated. The chief 
ofllcer headed a party seeking to res- 
cue them, and managed to reach the 
prostrate men. He and the second 
engineer then succumbed, nnd were 
dragged out unconscious. The fire 
was extinguished with tho aid of the 
fire department after reaching Mel- 
bourne. \

Here the cargo of guano was being 
loaded, and fivts of the Yaquls, including 
Chief Jose, tho mort terrible of tho lot, 
were assisting. 

When the cargo was half loaded, 
Mexican Joe, in company with others 
of the crow and the live Indians, went 
ashore with a huge doinljohn of the 
home-made liquor. During the joyful 
period Joe offended the Yaquls In some 
manner. Chief Jose called a council 
of war, and after due deliberation Joe's 
cars were doomed. Without warning, 
the Indians sprang on tho defenseless 
cook and his ears wero amputated with 
a native bnwle. 

Fanlc-strlclcen the crow fled for the 
vessel. Captain Palmer wus forced to 
turn the ship nbout and sail for Mu- 
lege.

ing in wealth only awaiting the advent 
of adequate railway facilities to make 
It yield its riches. Within twenty 
miles of Victoria, are great iron de- 
posits which have hitherto lain unde- 



veloped for lack of railway connection. 
The speaker showed how with a rail- 
way opening up this territory indus- 
tries would be established employing 
thousands of workmen and spending 
in salaries and for supplies a largo 
amount of money annually by far tho 
greater part of which' would be spent 
in Victoria thus adding- to tho business 
and prosperity of this city. In tho 
steel producing sections of the Old 
Country high wages are paid and the 
same thing would result here. Twen- 
ty years ago when tho E. & N. railway 
was built tho company received a bo- 
nus of 2,700,000 acres of land and a 
cash subsidy of $75.0,000 for a short 
line of some seventy to eighty miles. 
Under the arrangement as made by 
Premier McBride with the C, N. P.. 
the proposed lino will be practically 
constructed free to the province. 

Referring to the agreement between 
the government and the G. T. P., Mr. 
Behnsen showed how Premier McBride 
had made a contract by which one- 
quarter of the land at Prince Rupert 
had been reserved by the government. 
Had such a deal been made when 
Vancouver was established an amount 
would have been realized by the prov- 
ince which would have been more than 
sufficient to have paid off Its entire 
Indebtedness. In the past three ses- 
sions the government has pursued a 
sane, honest and energetic course to 
the advancement of the province. Ev- 
ery section has received attention and 
the speaker believed that the four Vic- 
toria members have not boon behind- 
hand in asserting the claims of tho 
capital city. He was satisfied that the 
splendid progress made since the ad- 
vent of the McBride government Is 
only a beginning of an era of well- 
being which will carry the province to 
a point where she will bo the envy 
of the other provinces of the Domin- 
ion. One railroad will bring another. 
There Is a tremendous, country await- 
ing development mid with competing 
roads lower rates will be had and bet- 
tor service. The record of the gov- 
ernment has been such that every 
fairminded voter will assuredly sup- 
port tho McBride candidates at tlio 
forthcoming o loot ions. 

Stand on Their Records.

previous record but pledged to support 
Premier McBrido and do tho best they 
could for tlio provlnco and Victoria. Ho 
believed that the verdict of the elec- 
tors would be that they have done so In 
the very best Interest of their constitu- 
ents. There were just two principal 
features in this campaign. Shall Pre- 
mier McBride be roturned to power on 
tho strength of his record and, second, is 
tho railway policy ns enunciated by him 
to bo accepted by the electors and shall 
it bo carried to fruition? The Libornls 
had not attempted to attack the record 
of the McBride government or chal- 
lenged tho railway policy but have con- 
fined themselves to pointing out tho 
short-comings of the Victoria repre- 
sentatives. 

Mr. Davey showed that In the finan- 
cial year of lfi02-0;t when Premier Mc- 
Bride took up the reins of power the ex- 
penditures exceeded tlio revenue by 
$I,:HS,552, which had to bo met by 
loans. In the next year the excess of 
expenditures had been reduced to 5231,- 
000. In the following year a surplus of 
$618,044 was shown. In the five years, 
18!)8 to 1003. the net excess of expen- 
ditures over revenue had been $3,67 1,833 
but In the live years of McBride admin- 
istration tho expenditures, had been 
$4,998,647 under revenue and the speak- 
er believed that today there is lying 
to the credit of the province In the Ca- 
nadian Bank of Commorco about $4,000,- 
00U. In 1903 the Indebtedness of the 
province was about $1 1,000,000. Today 
it is about $3,000,000. 

Useful Legislation, 
Referring to the interest wlilcli the 
government takes In the welfare of tho 
residents of Die province, Mr. Davey 
cltd some of the measures which wcro 
passed at the last session of the house, 
the act Incorporating the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis association, the providing of free 
text books by the sotting aside of n stun 
of $3-1,000 of which about $9,000 would 
bo spent for Victoria thus relieving 
the workingman of what had hitherto 
proved a pretty heavy tax: Die govern- 
ment's Intention to establish a univer- 
sity and Its sotting aside some I', 000,001) 
acres of land as an endowment; Die 
Factories Aet, Intended to protect the 
lives of employees and regulating the 
employment of women and children; the 
Water Act, providing that all unrecord- 
ed water shall bo vested in the province 
and holders of records must show that 
if they are not working their holding 
In a proper manner .such holdings shall 
revert to tho province. There was other 
useful legislation which .Mr. Davey 
touched upon, such as acts protecting 
workmen in tho mines, for Die inspec- 
tion of private hospitals and sanitaria. 

There had been, Mr. Davey stated, 
reduction in taxation. When It came 
into power the government was forced 
to put on tho personal tax in order to 
secure funds with which to cany on 
Die work of government but this hud 
been reduced and Premier McBride has 
promised that it will be still further 
reduced. The time is not far distant 
when all needed revenue will bo de- 
rived from the province's natural re- 
sources. Tho arrangement made by 
the government with the O. T. P. In 
regard to the Prince Kupcrt towns! to 
was described by Die speaker as tho 
most satisfactory agreement ever en- 
tered into hy any province, the govern- 
ment refusing to give up its reversion- 
ary Interest in soi\;u >S.<*)0 acres a.3 
suggested by the Dominion government, 
but instead reserved a one-quarter in- 
terest. 

Aid 'For Industries. 

The legislation relating to the tax of 
ton cents per ton on all coal nnd coke; 
produced; the appointment of eomnii#- 
slons to investigate tho Irrigation and 
forestry questions; the measure provid- 
ing for Die establishment of coollnr 
and preparing depots whereby fruit rais- 
ers may secure loans not exceeding 
$3,000 to permit of Die better handling 
of their produce. These and many other 
measures had clone much to advance 
the prosperity of the various industries 
of the province. 

Tho chairman, .7. w. Bolden, referr- 
ing to the criticisms which had been 
levied against the four Conservative 
candidates, took occasion to recall the 
mayoralty election some time ago, 
when A. J. Morloy, now evidently a 
staunch Liberal, had been opposed by 
Mr. Dru.ry and the bitter's friends of 
tho same political stripe; but now 
what a change. Now Mr. Moriey Is 
taken into tho arms of his former op- 
ponents. Xow ho Is a good fellow, and 
the erstwhile opponents are vicing 
With one another to chip their new 
find on the back. Why is it? 

What it Means. 
At this stage J. M. Campbell asked 
permission to explain what the plebis- 
cite on the local option means. Many 
voters evidently believed that in vot- 
Ing for Die plebiscite they would be vot- 
ing for the doing away of tlio liquor 
trallic here. The plebiscite simply 
meant that if it carried the govern- 
ment is bound to pass a law giving 
each municipality the right to say 
whether or not liquor shall bo allowed 
tu be sold. 

Mr. Behnsen here declared that the 
local option question had nothing to 
do with politics, but if Die majority of 
the electorate decided that a local op- 
tion law should be passed, he would 
consider it his bounden duty, if elected, 
to see that such a law wore placed on 
the statute books. That was his plain 
duty, and he would do it. 

Leonard Tait believed that the Mc- 
Bride government is doing everything 
it can in presenting the plebiscite. The 
people will have the right to say 
whether or not they desire local op- 
tion. If tho majority want it, the gov- 
ernment has no option but to place the 
law on the statute books. On Its past 
record the government is worthy of 
support. When the McBride govern- 
ment came into power, the province 
was on the verge of bankruptcy. In 
fact, the banks had refused to honor 
its cheques. Taxation was the only 
method to raise necessary funds; but 
that taxation was inflicted In an hon- 
est manner, where It could be most 
easily borne. As a result revenue is 
nearly $5,000,000 more than expendi- 
ture. That one fact alone places tho 
McBrido government in a unique posi- 
tion, and makes it worthy of support. 
Better Terms. 
Then, too, there was the question of 
better terms. Premier McBrldo's 
stand when ho fought Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier to a finish and secured the right to 
claim bettor terms, should commend 
itself to every fair-minded doctor. 
Tho province Is young, and Premier 
McBrido will leave to tho young men 
a heritage Which they should be proud 
of. Ills stand on tlio Asiatic question 
has been in the interests of white 
Britisii Columbia; in his railway 
proposition he Insists on a fair wage 
and tlio exclusion of Asiatics. More 
railways mean greater competition, 
lower rates for freight ami passengers 
and a consequent great saving to the 
wage-earner who will save just that 
much on the necessities of life. 

Much had been said by tho Liberals 
of the paralleling by the proposed C. 
N. B. line of the C. P. R., but those 
same Liberals were loud In their 



praise of tho policy whereby the G. T. 
P. paralleled the C. P. R. in eastern 
sections. As an Instance of what 
railway competition means In rate re- 
duction, Mr. Tait cited the reduction 
made In grain rates in Manitoba from 
fourteen to ten cents per hundred 
weight when the C. N. R. entered Into 
competition with the C. P. R. 

Financially Strong 

McKenzie & Mann stand too high 
In the flnancal world to have to build 
uny ramshackle road as some of the 
McBrido opponents predict will be the 
class of road constructed in British 
Columbia. Premier McBride had 
given his word that the lino as pro 
posed will bo built and the electors 
can bo assured It will he. The best 
indication of the merit of the McBrido 
administrative record is the entlro 
absence of Liberal criticism of It. They 
bring in the Songhees reserve and such 
other issues, issues which have ab- 
solutely nothing to do with the pres- 
ent case. Of a truth the Liberal party 
in British Columbia is hard put to it 
for even a semblance of a policy on 
which to appeal to a discriminating 
llectorate. Personalities, however, ap- 
pear to be their strong point, tactics 
which Mr. Tait strongly deplored 

Following Mr. Tail's address the 
meeting a<Hourned with cheers for the 
Premier, I » candidates and the sing- 
ing of the National Anthem. Dainty 
refreshments, furnished by Mrs. Wat- 
son Clark, were much enjoyed by those 
present, terminating one of tho most 
successful meetings over hold in Oak 
lands.

Electors Give Conservative 
Standard Bearer in Esqui- 
mau Hearty Reception 



The standard of Conservatism was 
carried into virgin territory last even- 
ing, when H. Dallas Helmeken, K. C, 
candidate for Esquimalt, held a meet- 
ing at the Goldstream hotel, tho first 
political meeting over hold In that 
particular section. Mr. Ilelmcken waa 
greeted by an audience of fifty of the 
electors of the immediate neighbor- 
hood, who at Die conclusion of his 
address, emphatically expressed their 
pleasure at his visit and tendered him 
a hearty vote of thanks for liis ap- 
pearance, at the same time declaring 
that their pleasure would be testified 
on the 25th in some more practical 
manner than a mere formal vote of 
thanks. The .chair was taken by Henry 
Phillips, of Midstream, who welcomed 
Mr. Helmeken to tho district, and be- 
spoke support for him on election day. 

Mr. Helmeken, who was the only 
speaker, went fully Into the McBride 
railway policy as ennunclated recently 
by the premier, dwelt on the magnifi- 
cent record of the government, a re- 
cord which shows the progress from 
Die financial chaos of five years ago 
until today, when the credit of the 
province stands high'ip Die estimation 
of tho financial world, touched on the 
great increase In expenditures for ne- 
cessary public works, an expenditure 
which had contributed much to tho 
opening up of the Esquimalt dis- 
trict by the construction of 
needed trails. roads and bridges 
and declared that anything he could 
do, If elected, to further tho interests 
of the district, he could be counted up- 
on to do. 

Mr. Helmeken pointed out what the 
construction of tlio line from Victoria 
to Barkley Sound would moan to the 
residents of the district. It would 
mean the location of large industries 
at Esquimalt or Victoria, or both; It 
would mean the expenditure of largo 
sums in wages to employees and a con- 
sequent larger market for Die produce 
of tho district, and in fact the opening 
up of vast resources which must lie 
dormant until adequate railway facili- 
ties are afforded, He touched on tho 
road question, referring to the gratify- 
ing growth of the district, but pointing 
out that more roads and trails are 
needed. Amendments in Die game 
laws should bo made, whereby the 
fast decreasing game should bo pro- 
tected, and stops should bo taken for 
the location of tho university at or 
near Victoria, so Dial parents could 
secure for their children the advant- 
ages of a higher education without tho 
necessity of going to tho expense of 
sending them to the Stales or Eastern 
Canada. 

Many matters of local interest were 
discussed, the meeting, concluding with 
cheers for the candidate and the sing- 
ing of Die National Anthem. 



For Sir Wilfrid's Seat. 
OTTAWA, Nov. 16.— In tho coming 
bye-election following Die resignation 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier of the Ottawa 
seat, there will bo a contest owing to 
the difficulties in settling various 
claims for the candidature.

Copper and Western Union 
Movements Affecting Stock 
Speculation 



NEW VOHK, Nov. 1C— The confus- 
ion in the movement of prices In to- 
day's stock market was due principally 
to the after effects Of yesterday's ex- 
citement over the reported copper con- 
solidation. From admissions today It 
appears that the definite accomplish- 
ment of tho plans In view is not to 
he looked for until a considerable time 
had elapsed, perhaps many months. 
That actual consolidations arc intend- 
ed was admitted, although important 
exceptions among the important cop- 
per producers were mentioned. Prices 
in the metal market advanced again, 
and there was an Increased demand 
from those consuming Interests which 
feared the effivts of the growing 
friendliness manifest among the pro-) 
duclng Interests. Amalgamated Cop- 
per itself seemed to be pressed con- 
sistently on the market, and the ob- 
stacles It encountered to any further 
advance at tonight's final price took 
off the edge of Its effect on the rest 
of the list. 

The announcement that the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph company 
had acquired an Influential holding in 
the Western Union company was cal- 
culated to confirm the confidence that 
important financial transformations 
were at work. This outcome has been 
accurately foreseen for some time past, 
and its effect on the stock Immediately 
Involved was exhausted, leading to re- 
action on profit-taking when the for- 
mal announcement came. 

Success Is reported for the Pennsyl- 
vania stock subscriptions, running over 
the estimates by reason of the large 
amount of convertible bonds turned for 
the purpose of securing the subscrip- 
tion privileges. This success removed 
a ground for considerable vague un- 
easiness which has overhung the mar- 
ket since Pennsylvania started on a 
downward course after the stock issue 
was determined on. The local traction 
stocks also were a centre of specula- 
tive Interest, but without news to ox- 
plain it. 

Tho tangible developments In the 
money market were not many, but 
feeling on tho subject was more cheer- 
ful. Discounts abroad were easier, and 
the international money conditions ap- 
parently relaxed all around. That quiet 
speculation is a requisite to the con- 
tinuance of this condition was a preva- 
lent view still, and this had Its effect 
as a restraint on the stock market. 
The publication or the comptroller's 
call for reports of condition by the 
national boards of the country Is mo- 
montarily expected, and It 1s surmised 
that the banks have been engaged 
In some "window dressing" for tho oc- 
casion. Eor that reason it is expected 
that funds will be supplied more lib- 
erally by London after the conditions 
have been compiled with. 

Agitation growing out of the dis- 
closures concerning the American Su- 
gar Refining company receive some 
consideration as a possible factor In 
directing legislative activity towards 
the. corporations In question. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $5,316,000, U. S. bonds were 
unchanged on call.

Tho sessions of the Laymen's Mis- 
sionary movement were brought to a 
conclusion at tho Broad street hall last 
night. The Rev. J. K. Anderson, sec- 
retary of the Presbyterian branch of 
the movement, led the conference. The 
general subject up for discussion was 
the relationship of the pastor to the 
movement In the church, and the dif- 
ferent phases arising out of a consid- 
eration of this subject. The qtiestion 
devolved Into one of a consideration 
of how to bring the church up to the 
highest state of efficiency possible. 

Among the speakers were the Rev. 
Dr. Bond, of Halifax, the Rev. Dr.

The 
latter throe speakers dwelt with the 
precepts enunciated and the sugges 
Hons made for bringing to ;i complete 
state of efficiency the laymen's mis- 
sionary movement.

No decision 'has as yet been made 
by the attorney-general's department 
as to what action will be taken in tho 
case of the individual who is be- 
hoved to have shot E. D. Allen, on 
Sunday afternoon last near the Sum- 
mit. It is hardly correct to say that 
the provnclal police have posltlvu 
tlvo knowledge as to the- identity of 
the person who came within tin aco 
Of killing Allen. The latter has made 
a statement in which he said that lie 
remembers two huntsmen whom he 
met a few minutes before he was 
shot but he did not see the man who 
shot him through the bushes. The 
police have made a close inquiry and 
they believe that they have located 
the latter but as he has made no con- 
fession his identity is bused only on 
suspicion. 

Allen has resolutely refused Lo 
prosecute any person charged with 
injuring him and the department is 
in the position of having to proceed 
against a party who, should he 
maintain his innocence could hardly 
be convicted as Allen wll never bo 
able to identify any person as one 
of the two who was in his Immedi- 
ate neighborhood Just before he re- 
ceived his Injuries. 

Local hunters nrc hoping that tho 
man who shot Allen will come for- 
ward and admit it. They point out 
that there can be hardly any doubt 
but that the shooting was purely ac- 
cidental and they, In a measure, sym- 
pathize with the man who Ilred the 
shot.

Much 
sympathy is expressed on all sides 
for the unfortunate young man and 
his wife.

LONDON. Nov. 10.— In the House of 
Lords today Lord Lunsdowne, leader 
of tin.' opposition, gave tin- formal und 
expected notice of his intention to 
move for tlie rejection of tin- Budget 
bill when it comes up next Monday. 
Ills motion, lie said, would be express- 
ed thus: "I move that this House is 
not justified in giving its consent to 
this bill until it lias been submitted 
to the judgment of the country." 
As the unionist peers hold the same 
I commanding position in tho upper 
house as the radicals In the House of 
I Commons. Lord Lnnsdowne's motion 
undoubtedly seals fate of the financial 
bill and assures a general election. 

The terms of Lord Lnnsdowne's mo- 
tion to reject thr budget, of which he 
gave formal notice in the House of 
Lords today, were communicated to 
Premier Asquith tit an early hour and 
wen- discussed by tin- cabinet council 
during the course of tlie day. The 
unionists anticipate that 200 peers will 
support Lord Lunsdowne, while the 
supporters or the government in the 
House of Lords only number forty. 

On the rejection of tie' Budget bill, 
It is expected that the premier will 
move In the House of Commons a 
resolution strongly condemning tlie 
fieers' action, affirming the sole right 
of the House of Commons to deal witli 
taxation and declaring the peers' at- 
tempt to force a dissolution to be un- 
constitutional.
